The Senate m etai 10 a. m., pursuant to adjourn­ 
ment, Pres dert Mansfield iu the chair. 
Hull called and a quorum present.

Mr. J ohnson introduced the following concurrent 
resolution, which was adopted :

Third, That the Committees <>u the Judiciary of the 
Serrare and Assembly be and they ar • hereby directed 
to agree upon a bill or bills adapting the Codes of 
the State of California to the Constitution; and said 
committees are directed to immediately enter upon 
their duties, and re}K>rt to the Senate and Assembly 
thereon at as early a day as possible.

NORTH DONEGAL CENTRAL RELIEF COMMITTEE, 
The committee, whose names appear below', 
appeal to the public for aid to alleviate the 
distress which is daily becoming more appa­ 
rent in many parts u« Donegal. It is not 
generally known that many thousands are, or 
shall soon be, in absolute w'ant of food and 
fuel. The almost complete failure of the po­ 
tato crop iu several districts, the great dam­ 
age which the scanty oat crop has leceived in 
harvesting, the loss of turf, the stop which 
a wet summer and the miserable prices of­ 
fered have put to the manufacture of kelp 
upon which the seaboard districts depend so 
much for subsistance, the want of remunera­ 
tive employment, and the utter collapse of 
credit, have brought to a most painful crisis 
the distress which has long been gaining 
deeper and more widespread, in consequence 
of previous bad harvests and the depression 
of agricultural produce. 
Hitherto the people here have had no relief 
except what the charity of individuals could 
furnish, and which can do very little to alle­ 
viate the destitution. Many of the land­ 
lords are non-re.-ident, and few productive re­ 
lief works have been undertaken. The peace­ 
ful, law-abiding habits of the poor people, 
and the quiet, uncomplaining patience with 
which they bear their great affliction, though 
well calculated to win the sympathy of the 
charitable, have, up to the present, cut them 
off from public notice and from all share in 
public benevolence. All these circumstances 
have conspired to bring about an amount of 
misery and destitution which is every day in­ 
creasing in its intensity, so that, if timely 
aid be not afforded, the committee feel that 
utter want will soon be in their midst. 
The committee has been organized as a 
medium through which the most trustworthy 
information may be received regarding the 
state of the country ; subscriptions will be 
collected and relief be conveyed to the dis­ 
tressed districts, where all shall be carefully 
and judiciously distributed by local com­ 
mittees to be formed for the purpose. ItH 
action shall be confined to the northern por­ 
tion of the county, from the Gweebarra to 
Lough Swilly, as it is hoped that a similar 
central committee can be organized iu the 
town of Donegal to minister to the wants of 
the southern district. The sole desire of the 
committee is to render help to every deserving 
case of poverty, without respect to'creed or 
class ; and they feel that the representative 
character of the committee will be a sufficient 
guarantee to the public thatShe case is most 
urgent, and that any funds intrusted to their 
care shall be distributed with a strict regard 
to economy and impartiality.

H is hut being built, he set to work 
upon the task he hail determined to per­ 
form. 
Cutting down a huge pine tree, he 
dragged it inch by inch, to a clearing iu 
fruut of his hut. The labor was herculean, 
and no man but one possessed of enormous 
physical strength aud amazing inward sus­ 
taining power could have accomplished it. 
He lopped off the branches, and cleared 
the tree of all excrescences, and when the 
huge plain trunk was before him, he be­ 
gan to fashion it into the image of the 
Savior stretched upon the Cross. 
The base 
of the tree, which was of astonishing girth, 
formed the apex of the design, aud ad­ 
mitted of the carving of the outstretched 
arms. 
In storm and sunshine, by night 
and day, the man pursued his work. 
He 
lived upon roots and water, and passed 
through sickness and fever, without abat­ 
ing one jot of his energy, in which, could 
it have been witnessed, would have been 
discerned the consuming strength of de­ 
spair and remorse concentred upon one 
supreme effort. 
The seasons changed; 
the leaves grew green aud withered, and 
again 
enjoyed 
their lives of 
youth 
and 
beauty, 
and 
the 
man 
never 
ceased from his labor. 
Year aft ;r year 
passed, and still the man was employed 
upon the task. 
His form could be dimly 
seen by the islanders iu the plains and val­ 
leys, and after a time he w as looked upon 
as something more than mortal. 
No man 
ventured near him, but he dwelt in the 
minds of all. 
Women spoke of him with 
hushed voices, and children, looking up to 
the hights upon which he worked, quickly 
shut their eyes, as though a blight would 
have fallen on them had they continued to 
gaze upon the strange shadow which never 
for a moment seemed to rest from its labor. 
At length, after a decade of years had 
passed, the priest of the Silver Isle called 
the old men around him, and announced 
his intention of visiting the sinner, saying 
humanity demanded it. 
His story was 
still fresh in the minds of the white-haired 
men, and although not one of them, with 
the exception of the priest, would have 
touched the sinner’s hand in friendship, 
time had weakened their resentment against 
him. 
“ Terrible was his crime,"said the priest, 
“ terrible has been his self-inflicted punish­ 
ment. 
It will be a work of mercy to pour 
oil upon his wounds.” 
They offered to accompany him, but he 
said he would go alone ; it would be best. 
So, with their sanction, he departed, and 
when he returned, told them in a voice 
broken by emotion the story of his mission. 
“ When he saw me walking up the 
mountain's side towards him, he stood and 
w atched me. 
I am old, and my limbs are 
feeble, but he made no effort to assist me ; 
he simply waited to learn my errand. 
I 
was supported by God, or I should never 
have reached his hut. 
So rugged is the 
road, and so beset with ditficulty and dan­ 
ger, that I often had to creep upon my 
hands and knees for an hour and more, and 
to walk long distances on narrow, precipi­ 
tous paths, where a slip of the foot would 
be fatal. 
I arrived at the end of my jour­ 
ney on the noon of the second day, aud 
stood face to face with the man whose word 
for many years was law in our isle. 
Ah, 
my friends ! you would not recognize him, 
so changed is he. You will recall him as he 
was in the pride of his youth, a tall and 
handsome man, lithe and erect, with stal­ 
wart limbs, and eyes bright as an eagle s. 
All this strength and beauty have van­ 
ished, as though they had never been. His 
body is but skin and boue, his face is piti­ 
fully haggard, he is wasted almost to a 
shadow. 
Remembering what he was, re­ 
membering that I had nursed him on my 
knee when he was an innocent child, my 
heart overflowed into my eyes as I gazed 
upon the wreck of grandeur and nobility I 
saw before me. 
I held out my hand to 
him ; he kept his arms folded on his breast. 
I addressed him in words of kindness ; he 
replied not a word. 
“ ‘If,’ I safl, ‘your vow of silence 
weighs upon you, and prevents you from 
answering me, I absolve you from it. 
In 
God's name, 1 absolve you. 
Through me, 
His priest, He bids you speak, He bids 
you pray.’ 
“ I saw that he knew the meaning of my 
words. 
It would not have been strange 
had he, living for so long a time his terri­ 
ble life of loneliness, lost all understanding 
of íiíb language. 
But he had not ; he fol­ 
lowed my words, but he made no response 
to them. 
I knelt and prayed. 
I prayed 
for him. a sinner ; in his name I made to 
God a confession of his crime ; for him and 
for myself, I humbled myself before the 
Divine Throne, and supplicated for mercy 
and forgiveness. 
He did not, would not, 
kneel beside me ; he stood and listened in 
silence. 
For an hour I prayed and talked : 
and the man might have been made of 
stone, se unmoved did he appear. 
Faint 
with m y exertions, I asked if he would per­ 
mit me to enter his hut, and seek for food. 
He said neither yea nor nay. 
I entered 
his hut. 
Dear friends, my heart bled 
as I looked around. The walls of the 
hut aro bare, the ground is stony, and 
there is no place but the earth to rest 
the weary 
limbs. 
During 
all these 
years, the man has lived in that drear 
habitation, with roots for his food, with 
stones for his bed, without complaining. 
What mortal can do, I thought, to expiate 
his sin, this man has done. 
Surely he is 
forgiven ! Upon the ground inside the 
hut I found some roots ; and these were 
the only food his dwelling contained. 
I 
brought them out and ate them in his 
presence, and taking a drinking cup roughly 
carved from wood, filled it with water 
from a rivulet close by. and drank. 
I 
thought it would soften him to see me 
partake with a willing heart of his hospi­ 
tality. 
I did more. 
I took from my 
wallet some bread, and breaking it in two, 
I ate one piece and offered him the other. 
He did not accept it. and I laid it within 
the door of his hut. 
So thoroughly were 


all my senses engaged in the endeavor to 
reach the heart of the suffering sinner 
that up to this time iny eyes had not be­ 
held the marvelous work upon which he has 
been engaged from the time he left our 
midst, and when I saw it I contemplated 
it w ith wonder. 
From a pine tree, measur­ 
ing iu its present form not less than forty 
feet, he has fashioned the image of Our 
Savior stretch >d upon the Cross, and has 
produced a work so beautiful and pathetic 
as must melt the heart of all who are per­ 
mitted to gaze upon the sacred symbol. 
Aye, were his sin even greater than it is, 
you would cry, looking upon this work of 
expiation, ‘God be merciful to him, a 
sinner!’ The Crown of Thorns, the Blood, 
the depiction of the Agony, are terrible 
and most exquisite in their truth to life 
and nature. 
Never iu my life have I be­ 
held so miraculous a conception, and I did 
not doubt that he intended to set it up in 
some suitable place, as a lasting memorial 
of his repentance. 
I addressed him again: 
“ ‘ When I last spoke to you,’ I said, 
‘ I offered to bless you, and you refused. 
At that moment I did not understand the 
meaning of your refusal to accept the 
blessing of the minister of God ; after­ 
wards it was clear to my mind. 
Y'ou 
deemed yourself not worthy. 
My son, let 
me bless you now ! ’ ” 
“ I spoke in vain. 
It seemed as if 
human effort were powerless to sap the 
fortress of silence in which his soul was 
intrenched. 
As before, he refused my 
blessing, and I felt that he did so still out 
of a sense of overwhelming unworthiness. 
If in the depths of his nature he was 
stirred by my apipeal, he showed no sign 
of it upon the surface. 
I prepared in 
sorrow to depart, and as I turned to go I 
said : 
“ ‘Fain would I leave some ray of light 
behind me. 
Not alone out of my own 
sense of duty did I come here to-day. 
The wish has long been in my mind, and 
before I put it into execution I called 
around me the chief men of the isle, old 
men who knew ami loved you in the past. 
They urged me to ste you, and offered to 
accompany me, hut I thought it best to 
come unattended. 
It would be false if 1 
were to tell you that you hold the place in 
their minds you held in the days gone by ; 
that can never be again. 
But in some un- 
definable way you still live in their hearts. 
Y'ou are to them as a son might be to a 
parent whom he has deeply w ronged and 
sinned against, but to whom he is bound 
by ties of blood and early affection. 
On 
the Sabbath day, in the old church yonder 
where you hace so often knelt, we shall 
pray for you. 
Think of it, aud kneel with 
us when the time for prayer arrives. 
We 
shall be together in spirit, and yon may be 
grateful to know that you are not entirely 
shut out from the sympathies of men. 
Truly I may say our hearts are filled w ith 
sorrow for your unhappy fate.’ ” 
“ While I spoke these last words, I saw 
a moisture dim his eye3. 
He could not 
control the heaving of his breast, but his 
limbs obeyed his iron will. 
It gladdened 
me to perceive that the thought that those 
by whom he was once honored did not 
hold his memory in complete abhorrence 
conveyed comfort to the wretched man. 
He uttered no word. In silence he watched 
my departure, and did not move while I 
was in sight. 
Dear friends, never shall I 
forget the misery of this man. 
Self-con­ 
demned, he lives his life of suffering, and 
no punishment his fellow-man could inflict 
could excel that he has inflicted upon him­ 
self. 
He is but the shadow of what he 
was, but his inward strength must be enor­ 
mous. 
It cannot last. 
When his work is 
finished, when the marvelous figure he has 
fashioned is set up as a supplication for 
mercy at tHe Divine Throne, I foresee that 
he will die. The vital power is only sus­ 
tained by the strongest effort of an indom­ 
itable will. 
It will hold out until his task 
be done, and then the repentant sinner 
will yield up his soul to its Creator. 
On 
every Sabbath day we will pra/y for him 
and with him, for assuredly, although he 
made no response to my appeals, his heart 
will soften when he is once more alone 
with conscience and with God 1” 


From that time forth the sinner was held 
ia pitying remembrance by the islanders, 
and it grew to be a kiud of belief with 
them that the spirits of his brother and 
Evangeline were hovering over him through 
the weary hours, awaiting the time when 
he should rejoin them in the better world, 
to greet him with the words, “ Brother, 
thou art forgiven ! ” 
The priest had prophesied truly. 
The 
sinner’s heart had been touched and soft­ 
ened by the merciful visit, and when the 
priest was out of sight the mail cast him­ 
self upon the earth, aud bedewed the 
bread upon his threshold with a blinding 
passion of tears. 
And when the Sabbath 
day arrived he knelt upon the stony 
ground, and joined his prayers with those 
of the islanders, and thus became sympa­ 
thetically connected with his kind. 
No 
farther efforts were made to intrude upon 
him, and the sinner continued his work 
until at length the first portion of his task 
was completed, and he looked down upon 
the marvelously-carved figure of Christupon 
the Cross. 
What remained for him to do 
was most dangerous, and seemed impossi­ 
ble of accomplishment; but he had re­ 
solved within himself, and only death 
could stop him. 
From the summit of the snow mountain, 
piercing its bosom, uprose a massive rock, 
which from the depths looked like a needle 
tapering to a point. 
But in fact its upper 
surface was flat, and not less than fifty feet 
in circumference. 
A foothold could be 
maintained upon the soft mass of snow 
which lay upon the thick and treacherous 
ice beneath, and both snow and ice would 
have to be cleared away before the surface 
of the rock could be Hid bare. 
Herculean 
was the design, yet here it was that the 
sinner had resolved to rear the gigantic 
figure. This was the altar he had chosen 
upon which he would fix his symbol to the 
glory of God. 
To drag his curved tree to the spot occu­ 
pied him full a year. 
Inch by inch it was 
moved, uninjured, up the bights, over the 


chasms, along the precipices. 
He was as 
tenderly cartful of it as he could have 
lieeu had it been living flesh and blond be 
was conveying to a destined goal. 
When 
ihe islanders became conscious of his pur­ 
pose, they looked upon it as the scheme of 
a madman. 
“ It cannot be done,” they said. 
“ It is 
not in the power of mortal man.” 
“ H e will do it,” said the priest of the 


Silver Isle. 
It appeared as if the man were anxious 
to conceal his purpose from the know ledge 
of the islanders until it w as achieved ; or 
perhaps, knowing that at certain points 
he would be in full view of the inhabit­ 
ants, he was desirous to avoid their eon- 
tinous personal scrutiny. 
By whatever 
motive he was prompted, he now worked 
only in the night, and rested during 
the day. 
Thus a new and weird inter­ 
est was added to the task, for when 
in the morning it was observed that a 
dangerous chasm had been safely crossed, 
or some great peril had been escaped, many 
believed that the man had been assisted by 
supernatural power. Not all were merci­ 
fully inclined towards him : there were 
some whose hearts were still stern and 
relentless, and who, regarding the work 
as devoid of holiness, entertained the idea 
that it was being forwarded by the aid of 
evil spirits. As the weeks and the months 
passed by, the wonder of the islanders 
who watched the herculean labor, per­ 
formed unaided by one human being, grew 
stronger and deeper. 
Without regard to 
season or weather, the man worked pa­ 
tiently on. and with each setting of the 
sun the inhabitants of t|ie Silver Isle, old 
and young, w ould gather in clusters over 
the plains aiul valleys, to watch his pro­ 
gress. 
Whatever their own immediate 
trouble and joys, in the midst of their sur- 
rows and gladness, this man was not en­ 
tirely absent from their minds. 
He was 
but a speck upon the mountain side, an in­ 
significant atom amid Nature’s terrible 
and beautiful creations, but there was 
a pathos in his slow aud weary toil 
that touched the hearts of those who 
were tenderly inclined. 
It grew to be 
a custom to pray inwardly for him, 
that his offering might be successfully 
raised, aud his sin wiped out. 
Their 
imaginations did not deceive them when 
they cried that they saw blood upon his 
hands and feet, for not a d aj passed that 
his flesh was not torn by the sharp rocks 
over which lay his road to heaven. 
Once 
he fell near the edge of a precipice, and 
his symbol upon him, aud it was not until 
hours after the rising of the sun that he 
succeeded in extricating himself. 
A hun­ 
dred times the islanders feared to see him 
hurled into an abyss, thousands and thou­ 
sands of feet down into darkness, to lie 
there till the Archangel sounded his trumpet 
on the Judgment Day. 
Mothers, waking 
up in the night, would see in the darkness 
the phantom of this man toiling, with 
ropes about his shoulders, would see a 
white and pitiful face and marks of bleed­ 
ing feet upon the rocks, and would murmur, 
as they pressed their babes to their bosoms, 
“ God pity and pardon him, and keep ray 
child from crime!” 
So the work went on until the sacred 
figure rested upon the highest surface of 
the fatal mount. Then the flat table of the 
rock had to be cleared of ice and snow, 
and a foundation dug in it for the symbol 
to rest in. 
With unwearying patience this 
was done, and by slowly building beneath 
the upper part of the symbol a pile of 
stones, it was raised into such a position 
that by a great effort it could be slipped 
into the rocky bed prepared for it, and 
there fixed forever as a sign. 
On a Saturday night in September, w hen 
the lovely autumn colors were coming into 
the leaves, all was ready for the final effort. 
It had become known that the sinner had 
nearly completed his self-allotted task, and 
that the Sabbath sun would shine upon his 
appeal to the Divine Heart for mercy and 
forgiveness. 
The 
night 
was 
intense­ 
ly dark, 
but the excitement in the 
Silver Isle was so great that none who 
were in health would retire 
to rest. 
The 
islanders 
assembled on a plain 
from which, on sunny days and moonlight 
nights, a clear view of the snow-clad peak 
could be obtained, and prepared to wait 
for the rising of the sun. 
Those among 
them who remembered the day on which 
their beloved Evangeline stood in the 
church waiting for her bridegroom, re­ 
called the circumstances of that fatal time, 
and saw with their mind’s e\e the beauti­ 
ful girl arrayed in the bridal dress which 
proved her shroud. 
They spoke in whis­ 
pers ; they moved softly about, and wlien 
they smiled, their smiles w ere sad ; gentle 
thoughts only reigned in their minds. 
Slowly the minutes passed until midnight 
came ; women wept and strong men trem­ 
bled. 
The silences were broken by a gasp, 
or by a cry of pity springing from the depths 
of an overwrought spul, or by the involun­ 
tary utterance of a short and pitiful prayer. 
A dread mysterious influence was at work 
in the solemn thraldom of that awful night. 
It stirred the hair of men and women ; it 
impressed them with their littleness, their 
helplessness, their insignificance ; it made 
them humble and afraid. 
They stretched 
out their hands, and drew closer to each 
other, husband to wife, brother to sister, 
children to their mothers. 
They derived 
comfort from personal contact; it was in 
eome sense a protection against the evil 
spirits which they believed were contending 
with the angels for the soul of the sinner. 
Family ties that had been weakened in 
affection became suddenly strong again ; 
and had two enemies stood side by side, an 
uncontrollable instinct would have caused 
them to clasp hands in friendship. Darker 
aud darker grew the night. 
Shadows 
glided up and down the mountain side3, 
aud floated upwards from the depths, preg­ 
nant with mysterious meaning. 
Not a 
sound, not a breath, not a movement, 
escaped the islanders, that was not in 
sympathy with the lonely sinner laboring 
on the snow-clad peak. 
Straining their 
eyes thitherward, their fevered fancies 
created phantasmagoria which they be­ 
lieved to be real. 
Black clouds upon the 
lofty rock were thought to represent the 
forms of the sinner and his symbol. 
Now 
iie was putting the finishing-touches to his 
work of expiation ; now he was kneeling, 
with his heal bowed down in prayer; now 
he was looking upward with tear-stained 
face, and his arms were raised in supplica­ 
tion to heaven. 
The islanders paused not 
to consider that, with a bright light shin­ 
ing on the snowy hights, he would have 
appeared even to the strongest sight as a 
mere 
speck upon the horizon, whose 
movements it would have been scarcely 


possible to distinguish. 
All tilings were 
possible ou sucli a night. 
It w a s a time 
for miracles. 
“ H ark!” sai 1 one. 
“ Did yon not hear 
aery?” 
Many were ready to aver that a cry 
from the mountain top had floated down­ 
ward to trie plain. 
Bat had such a cry 
been uttered, it was incredible that it could 
have reached their ears. 
Reison would 
have convinced them. 
They were the 
slaves of imagination. 
Among them was the priest who had 
visited the siuner. 
Ever and auon his 
voice was liejird in exbortatiou. 
“ Terrible v. as his sin. Terrible is his 
expiation. 
Let the memory of the awful 
deed remain forever in this dear island 
home as a sign, as a warning. 
If tempta­ 
tion assail thte, drive it forth. 
This shi­ 
ner has done all t^at mortal man could do ; 
his repent nice is sincere ; he has washed 
his sin with tears of blood. 
His bloody 
footsteps mark tl e path which leads to the 
holy work he lias performed. 
Christ be 
merciful to him ! ” 
And all the congregation murmured, 
“ Christ be merciful to him and to me, 
a sinner ! ” 
The snow mountain lay in the eye of the 
east, and in the early morning the sun was 
wont to bathe the white expanse with rosy 
light. 
So beautiful in this aspect did it 
look that it seemed to belong to another 
and more lovely world. 
As the night pro­ 
gressed, the watchers grew more excited 
and eager. 
“ Is it not time for the sun to rise?” 
some asked. 
“ Not till another hour has passed,” re­ 
plied the more patient ones. 
Shortly after these words were spoken, 
inutterings of a storm were heard, and it 
soon burst over the land. 
No rain fell 
upon the plains and valleys, but the light­ 
ning played over the mountains, and the 
thunder rolled down its rugged sides. 
Fiercer and fiercer grew the storm until 
it obtained the most terrible proportions.

pose of rejecting such as are plagiarized, 
these being chucked into the “ saturated ” 
bin. Then he lays to one side all that are 
of the Birdie-Hear-the-Cockroach Crow 
order for distribution among high school 
boys and girls who wish to express that 
particular kind of sentiment to each other, 
hut are better at chopping wood and wear­ 
ing bangs than poetry. 
By the time this 
is done a large rack bristling with steel 
spindles ha3 been run to the middle of the 
room by the janitor and the poems are 
strung on by the Director of Lyrics. 
They 
are tiien ready for use. 
Having briefly ex­ 
plained the workings of the department, 
we have only to add that we are prepared 
at any time to make a match for from 
§100 to §1,000 a side with any poet or 
poetess in the country, articles to be signed 
within ten days after the acceptance of 
this challenge, our poet to be named at the 
post, the contest to be a go-as-you-please 
one, and to be strictly pay or play. 
Each 
party to name an umpire, and they to 
choose a third.; these to decide all ques­ 
tions that may arise and to give the final 
decision. 
We wish it distinctly under­ 
stood that nobody is barred, and it is im­ 
material to us wiiether the contest be at 
ordinary poetry, blank verse, odes, sonnets, 
madrigals, or obituary gems. 
We have a 
stable of poets in training that we think 
can “ get there” with anybody, and are 
anxious for a match.—[Chicago Tribune.

Society, consistent with a liberal cnc niragem ent to 
the industries hich it is the pr -vince of the ><»ciety 
to fuste.. 
I líe board aho determined that all the 
material i dustrie* of the State should shareímjuila 
b.y in the distribution of its bounties, and that 
each should rec ive the fostering care and enc ur 
agctneut of the S ciety t- a: its circutm t ittces and 
promise of benefit to the state ahoul I demand. 
In 
their endeavor to carry o u t these rules the Board 
nave m at with some uitttculties, arising fr rn pit 
cedents, which it h-ui been fmii.d very hard to over­ 
come at one . 
These difficulties can only he sur- 
in *un:ed by patient en eavorot the Board a. d its 
officer*, and a determined support from the mem­ 
bers of the "Owiety and the representatives of the 
matt nal industrie- of the S .it geiK rally. 
Ti« what extent they iiavtf beea mu nch fill in the 
economy of expenditures may be j i get! from the 
following sum intry of the fiuaucia history of tiie 
year: The receipt* from ail sources have been $13.­ 
315 12; the t*»ul expeuditu es »»f the v tar have 
been $¿3.313 IS, leaving i bit uuce on ha' 1 »‘f $1 :»4. 
Wo have paid, of indebtedness outstanding at the 
close of la-t year’s lransac’ion*», $¿,870 03 
T. t 
present audited indebtedness 
•( the Society is 
>7,543 30, but of this sum .*295 was of 
ist year's 
debt, showing :t re Juction of the indebtedness for 
tbe year of $1,118 69. 
The Board recognized fully the importance of a 
radical revision of the premium u»t,u« put it ;«bre.>t 
with the improvements in agriculture, manufac­ 
tures and mechanic arts M the day. bu t circum­ 
stances at the beginning of their administration 
delayed such revi*i u until it was too late to make 
and publish such changes as were clearly demanded. 
The feu changes th at were made in the list of pre­ 
miums and iu the speed pr.«gramme were accepted 
by the patrons of tiie Society in the kindest of feel- 
iug, and resulted in adding m a'erully to the value 
of the exhibition and the trial-* of speed on thc- 
courae. 
At the instance of the Board the Secretary 
has already commenced correspondence with ••ti er 
State Societies and with representative ni n of the 
various agricultural, horticultural, mechanical, m an­ 
ufacturing and commercial industrit s of the State, 
with a view to a complete adaptation of the list f r 
the coming year to ali these industries. 
With such 
changes wc are satisfied a greatly increased interest 
wili be attracted to the Society, and its sphere of 
usefulness will be greatly increased and enlarged. 
Recognizing the agricultural interests as the foun­ 
dation of prosperity to all others, the officers of the 
Board a short time before the last fair issued a cir­ 
cular letter to every Grange in the .‘*Uite, assuring 
them of au earnest desire on the part of t e Socie v 
U» co-operate with ti.e Grange organization in the 
promotion of the best interests of the producing 
classes, and in turn asking their co-operation with 
the Society in an honest effort to develop the State’s 
known and latent agricultural resources. 
From the 
assurances received by letter,and from the increased 
attendance and exhibitions of these classes at the 
fair, 
we 
are 
convinced 
that 
the 
action 
in 
this 
respect, 
if 
judicious!? 
followed 
up, will result in great good to the Society by dis­ 
abusing the public mind in all portions of the State 
of an idea which had obtained to a considerable ex­ 
tent, that the Society was managed in the interest of 
some particular locality, section, or class of indus­ 
tries or persons. The s .me policy has been contin­ 
ued by using the Grange organization as a medium 
through which to distribute the transactions of the 
Society to the farmers of the State generally, and 
the Secretary is now receiving many let?era thank­ 
ing the Board for volumes received in this manner, 
and promising hearty sympathy and support in the 
future. The Board last season suggested the idea 
of establishing a camping ground within easy dis­ 
tance and access to the fair, for the benefit and con­ 
venience of families and camping parties from a dis­ 
tance. It is believed th at the idea is an eminently 
practical one, especially in this State and during the 
fair season. 
Our climate favor* the plan, and par­ 
ties from a distance, by adopting it, can attend the 
fairs and enjoy their umubcments and benefits at 
much less 
xpense than in any other way. 
Were 
this idea to be put into practice and become fa-h- 
ionable, we are of opinion th at the fairs would be 
much more numerously attended by people from 
distant sectiorfs, and indeed from all sections of the 
.State, and more especially by people who heretofore 
have not felt able to spare the time anti incur the 
expense of attending the fairs. We are also satisfied 
that the same change will add greatly to the bulk 
and variety of the ex- ibitions, thus proving highly 
beneficial to the Society financially, and enlarging 
the field of its usefulness, and conferring benefits 
upon classes it lias not heretofore reached 
The fair of 1870, as an exhibition, was a reason­ 
able success. 
In the cattle departm ent, owing to 
circumstances over which the owners had r o con­ 
trol, two of the largest and best herds in the St ite 
were not brought on the grounds, though one of 
th e n had ap iied tor and 
had been awarded 
stalls 
to 
the 
num ber 
of 
fort} 
to 
fifty. 
Had not this unfortunate circumstance occurred the 
exhibition in this departm ent would have been by 
far the fullest and best ever made b\ the >ociet\ . 
The exhibition at tbe Pavili u, as a whole, surpassed 
for variety and excellence any of its predecessors for 
years, and in the art departm ent was pronounced 
the best ever made on the coast. 
Tntre were a 
number of circumstances th at operated against the 
efforts of the Board iu working up the fair. 
Two 
very exciting general elections had absorbed the a t­ 
tention of the people, keeping them in a state of ex­ 
citement during the w hole sum m er : the last com 
itig hu t three days before the opening of the fair. 
Prices of all kinds of produce had for a long time 
been exceptionally low and were still so a? the time 
of the fair, with no disern&ble prospects of a favora­ 
ble change. 
As a consequence, money was exceed­ 
ingly scarce and people had no means and but little 
heart to engage in recreation. 
Had the fair taken 
place two m onths later, when the excitement of the 
election had worn awav and when prices had im­ 
proved and business prospects greatly brightened, 
the attendance would have been much greater 
and the 
financial exhibit for the year would 
have been improved in proportion, and probably the 
debt of the Society would have been paid off in full, 
in looking over the list of entries of stock at our 
fairs for the last tig h t or ten years, it will be seen 
th at though the exhibitions in respect to num ­ 
bers of animals and the quality of the same 
have, been quite creditable to the Society and 
the State, yet the num ber of owners of stoctc 
represented in these exhibitions is insignificantly 
small a standing reproach to the Society and tbe 
Mate. 
Taking the exhibition of 1878—one of the 
fullest mid best ever made by the Society in the 
stock departm ent— it will serve as a good il 1 us ra 
tion of the above statem ent. There were th it year 
b u t fifteen different exhibitors of thoroughbred 
horses, and the whole num ber of exhibitors in the 
horse departm ent was but ninety-three. 
In this 
statem ent we do not include the’larce num ber of 
very superior horses th at were entered in the run­ 
ning and trotting races, and not exhibited for the 
class premiums of the Society. 
The races Save 
always been, aud we tru st will contin e to he, an 
interesting and popular p.irt of our fairs. 
In the 
cattle departm ent of the same year there were but 
eleven exhibitors of thoroughbred shorthorn cattle, 
t ight exhibitors of Alderneys and Jerseys and three 
exhibitors of thoroughbred 
cattle of all other 
breeds, and all the horned cattle e hibited at the 
fair that season were owned hv twenty-five different 
persons, 
in th _* sheep departm ent there were but 
three exhibitors of Spanish merino sheep, one ex­ 
hibitor of French merino and four exhibitors in all 
) other «trades—making but eight exhibitors of sheep 
at the fair. 
Of Angora goats th tre w ere seven ex­ 
hibitors, of swine eight and of poultry mm*. 
F r m the above analysis it will be seen that lfiO 
persons math- up the entire stock exhibition of the 
fair of 1873—as we said before—one of the best and 
larg est st.*o exhibitions the Society has ever made. 
Another im portant fact connected with these exhi 
bition* is th at the persons who made the principal 
exhibitions of stock at the fair we are analyz­ 
ing have 
been 
the 
principal 
exhibitors 
in 
the 
stock 
departm ent 
for 
the 
last 
ten 
rears, 
and 
have 
carried 
awav 
by 
far 
the largest proportion of the money offered by the 
Society as prem ium s in the stock departm ent. 
Tiie 
Board have no word of complaint towards these 
successful exhibitors of stock. On the contrary, 
their enterprise, energy and success in breeding is 
highly commended, and the management of the 
Society should at «II times be so shaped as to induce 
them t > even greater efforts to improvement in the 
future than the\ have exerted in the past. 
Not­ 
withstanding, it is to be regretted th at the Society 
hi.s not been able to call out a m re general interest 
and a greater num ber of exhibitors, and a more 
general representation of the real, practi al stock- 
breeding iiidu tries of the St ae. 
It should be the 
care and aim of the Society- not to encourage the 
pampering of a few herds or a few hundred animals 
for th** purpose of a fine show, b .t to breed up and 
improve the quality and enhance the value of each 
and every class «*f domestic animals ; to elevate the 
general standard of excellence of all the stock in 
the State ; to bring about a higher average, ard 
thus make more successful, more attractive and 
more profitable 
this 
branch of the industries 
of the 
farm. 
While 
we would continue to 
encourage 
the 
ambition 
a-id 
stimulate the 
efforts of those who desire to gain fur our .State 
the houoi and distinction of producing the best 
runners and the fastest trotters in the Union or the 
the world, we should not forget that the greatest 
benefits are to be secured in breeding up Urge num ­ 
bers of horses to a high standard of excellence f-*r 
every departm ent of industry in which the horse is 
used as a help to man. 
One of the best tests of the skill and wisdom of a 
people as breeders of horses i» found m the effi­ 
ciency of the cavalry they art? able to put into the 
field in ca-eof war. 
The agricultural society that 
aims to promote in the breeding of horses the highest 
standard of practical value in the largest num ber of 
animals, renders the greatest service to the State, 
and at the same time l.s ino6t likely to develop ex­ 
ceptional speed and endurance on the course, either 
as runners or trotters. 
Tne practice of showing 
over-fed and over-fattened anim als at the fairs as 
breeding animal* should be discouraged, as a viola 
tion of the fir-t principles of the science of breeding, 
and as calculated to keep away from the fairs all 
those who wib not consent to risk the practical suc- 
ees of their breeding enterprises for the sake of 
gaining the prizes offered by the society and the ad­ 
vertising advantage to follow. 
If the 8- «ciety desires 
to test the comparative value of different breeds of 
stock cattle, sheep or hogs, as beef, m utton or pork 
producers, the practical way to ao tow i* to b id a 
fat stt.ck show, distinct from the show of breeding 
animals. 
Let breeding animals be shown in tbe con­ 
dition that experience has proven best calculated to 
scuure the most valutble results. 
W hether the past 
course pursued by the S ciety has been & popular 
one—has secured for it the largest and most general 
patronage, and tended to place it upon a self-sus­ 
taining bads, and secured for it the gres*est etfi- 
ciewcy in twinging about practical and valuable busi­ 
ness results to the industries it is intended to foster­ 
may be judged by tbe following iacti, developed

offered $59 tor be*t specimens of four varieties of

The Board meution these fact*, 
not to complain of any j-u-jí m n genicnt, but to Cali 
attention to tiie general indifference towards th»* 
Society th at has heretofore prevailed among stock

crops. 
When we have found the real difficulties 
th at have heretofore stood in the way of the com 
píete success of the fairs and tbe general usefü n» ss 
of the Society to the producing industries of the 
State, it will b better understood how to apply tb t 
remedy 
The people in every departm ent of industry’ must 
be maue to realize t hat the Society is extending to 
thorn a helping hand, th at it not only asks them to 
bring up lor exhibition .-ampies of their best iitodi 
work and products for criticism and cn-paris n, 
but th at i pr «poses to lead them into the discovery 
aud adoption of bi tte r and more economical pro­ 
cesses of manufacture and cultivation. 
The Society 
m ust not present itself to them once a y eir in tbe 
capacity of a beggar f* *r favors in the way of contri­ 
butions to the exhibition and to its receipts, in or­ 
der that it may make a creditable fair and pay ex­ 
penses, but ii must be to all tiie industrial classes a 
constant acquaintance and friend, holding out in­ 
ducem ents to effort and suggesting experimenta and 
modes of im provement, 
it shou d keep up a con 
-taut correspondence with all portions of the State, 
gaining information from individuals and dis­ 
tributing this information to communities, spreading 
among the masses the advanced ideas and practices 
of the few. The Society should never be compelled 
t » ask a favor of a patron for which it is not at all 
times prep .rod in advance to return more than an 
equivalent. 
L should be a practical educator to the 
industrial cla-ses of tbe State. 
The competition it 
inspires should be "f a friendly and honorable char­ 
acter, seeking more for the information that is to be 
gained from »he contest than of the premiums th at 
are t-» be won by the successful competitor. 
The 
fairs should be made by contributions from every 
industry and every section «»i the State, ami ex­ 
h ib it-ra should be made to feel that they are con­ 
tributing not only to the evidenes of the State’s 
prosperity, bu t to the common fund of practical 
iu formation f r the people. 
When thi* improved 
condition of feeling between the Society and tbe 
people representing the material industries <*f the 
State shall have been brought about, there will no 
longer be any question of the success of tbe one or 
the other. 
Wc have indicated above the different modes by 
which we be icve great improvements may be made 
in th tre reaped*. 
T irst 
a c mplete revision of the premium lists— 
•adapting them to the present stage of development 
"I ail the industries . f tb eb tate. 
¡second —By correspondence, h traveling agents 
or committees, and by publications, bringing the 
Society into communication and closer relations 
with every industrial class in every section of the 
Slate, and laying before them its objects and aims 
and its means of contributing to tbe rand <»f infor­ 
mation sp* daily needed by each to enable them to 
surm ount difficulties in the way of desired success. 
Third—By opening up correspondence with other 
States and counties, assisting <»ur breeders of good 
Stock, and producers in all agricultural, horticul­ 
tural. vinicultura] and m m u ú c. uriug departm ents 
to find foreign m arket' for their -urplus productions 
not needed at home, and in various ways making 
the Society a live and useful industrial in-fiiuti n 
The* framers of the new Constitution provided in 
that ins;rum ent that the Legislature* should not 
appropriate money from ti e State Trc su y to any 
corporation, association or society existing under 
the laws of the State, not exclusively under State 
control and management. 
Under this prov ision this 
Society, as at present organized and managed, is de­ 
prived of any future assistance from the State in the 
way i f an nud appropriations, and it becomes a 
question of considerable importance to the Society, 
and to the indus ries if represents, whether the* So­ 
ciety had better remain independent of state control 
ami undertake to create its own means of existence 
and assisting in the devel >pment of thane industries, 
or place it-elf under State* control and depend upon 
the Legislature, as in the pa-t, for appropriate s. 
The Society h;:s now a valuable property in its own 
right, worth at least $75,009, consisting of its race 
course and cattle grounds and improvements, and 
personal property necessary f* »r its uses and manage­ 
ment. 
It has a {«erpetual free* lease of the Fa vil ion 
for its exhibitions—the building and lots upon which 
it stands belonging to Sacramento county. 
Past cxperiei ce has shown th at it has been very 
difficult for tbe m anagem ent to pay expeiiM s 
with an annual appropriation oi $5,000 from the 
Stat *. 
If it were possible to create sufficient inter- 
e l in the Society And keep up necessary improve­ 
ments to increase its income 
o as to meet its 
expenses, the Board believes that the objects 
of th 
¡Society* can he more fully attained by 
continuing the present mode of independent manage­ 
ment than by placing its management under Con­ 
trol of the State. 
The Society has now been in existence a quarter 
of a century, and we believe that tbe question of 
politics h:u* never been a factor in the election of its 
officers, while it is well known th;.t politics has had 
its influence in the? selection of the managt rs of all 
institutions by law under Ma*e control. 
Wc should 
regret to see this influence introducc?d into the m an­ 
agem ent of an institution w hich has to deal only 
with the industries of the State. 
Ii the S- ciety were clear of debt the Board is of 
the opinion th at it can be so conducted as to pay its 
own way, and at the same time increase its useful­ 
ness. 
But, without aid from some source, to assist in 
the discharge of the debt, the Board is not willing 
to guarantee the suecos of the Society independent 
of assistance and control. 
The Board have been in- 
vestigatiiig legal and other questions arising out of 
the prohibitions of the Constitution, but have n«it 
yet fully agreed upon a course of action, and would 
re-commend that a committee «>f 
members of 
the S««ciety and legal 
gentlemen be appointed 
t«« 
advise 
and act with the Board in iefer- 
erice to 
the 
constitutional 
am 
other 
ques­ 
tions arising out of th»- prohibitions referred to. 
Tne Board would eal! attention to the fact that 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company have always 
been bringing to and relum ing from the fairs, free 
of charge, all animals and articles for exhibition, 
not only over the Central Pacific r»»ad, but n\>:r 
all their 
other* roads and steamboat 
routes, 
over which such 
service 
i* 
not required by 
the condition «f their charter. 
For this liber­ 
ality towards the Society and exhibitors the Board 
tender to the company their sincere acknowledg­ 
ment.

CAtr C ulture.—Levi Davis, Forest- 
ville, Sonoma county, the carp culturist, 
sends thé R e' okd-U'm uN another interest­ 
ing letter : Since ast writing to you *1 
Itave had about forty h tters 01 inquiry to 
answer, and I now propose to answer the 
most prominent ones tnrough your col­ 
umns. 
First question: “ How do vou 
buüd your pond ?’" Answer : My poic­ 
are on a narrow spring branch, and I malte 
them by placing two string: is across as far 
apiart as 1 want my dam thick, boarding it 
up, and then excavate from where I want 
my pond, and idling in between the 
two as high as I want my dams. Be­ 
fore filling I 
place a sluice-box at 
‘the bottom through the dam, with a 
a tiood. ate at the u p r end, so I can draw- 
all the water out of the pond, and when 
the dam is high enough I ptace another box 
across the top to carry off all the surplus 
or waste water. The upper end of this box 
I keep well screened, so that no fish can 
get out. If the situation required a long 
dam, I would tiiruw up a levee with the 
aforesaid boxes. A good breeding pond 
wants to he about four feet deep in the 
deepest place, with a onaiderable portion 
'only from six inches to a foot deep, and 
that covered with grass and water-weeds. 
But for older fish the ponds might be six 
or eight feet deep. 
Second question—“ W ill they do in dif­ 
ferent temperatures of water ? ” Answer— 
I will refer you to the United States Fish 
Commissioner’s report, page 877 : “ There 
is no other fish which will with proper 
management lie as advantageous as the 
carp. Its frugality in regard to its food ; 
its easy adaptability to all w aters, in riv­ 
ers, in lakes and in ponds, and even in salt 
water estuaries ; its regular, rapid grow th, 
and its value as a pond fish, are its best 
recommendations.” I think this is enough. 
Tliird question—“ What is your price for 
carp ? ” Answer—For good breeders, 0 fish 
for 812 ; 12 for §20 ; 25 for 457 50 : 50 for 
$50 ; 1(10 for $S0. For young fish. 25 for 
$12 50 ; 50 for $20 ; 100 for >50 ; 1,000 for 
$250. 
Fourth question—“ What and how do 
you feed your fish ?” Answer—I will 
«pióte again from the United States Fish 
Commissioner’s rejiort, page 8f¡(!: “ The 
carp likes, above everything else, vegetable 
matter, such as boiled cabbage, lettuce, 
corn, turnips, pumpkins, melons, etc. The 
refuse of malt from breweries and distil­ 
leries is also very good food for carp, and 
whenever such refuse can be hail it should 
be given to the fish.” I generally feed my 
young fish with the scraj.s from the 
kitchen, or bread baked of middlings. 
The curd of sour milk is splendid.' Chopped 
feed of any kind, and in fact anything in 
the vegetable line that a bog will eat, is 
gooil, thrown in promiscuously. I might 
continue át greater length, but 1 fear this 
is rather long now. The whole subject is 
interesting to me, and especially when it 
comes to the eating part, then I can hardly 
quit as long as there ifre any fish in sight. 
R ace-ho rse S u pply.— In the course of 
an article review ing the past racing season, 
B. G. Brace writes as follows concern­ 
ing the future supply of race-horses : “ We 
do not believe there is any speculation that 
would pay better than the formation of an 
importing company to send to England 
and import a number of brood-mares, colts 
and a few high-class stallions. Thorough­ 
breds are very low in England, and brood­ 
mares. with colts at their side, and in foal 
again to a good sire, could be purchase 1 at 
such jirices as would pay a handsome divi­ 
dend and improve the stock of the coun­ 
try:. With the increased number of courses 
for 1880, the demand for race-horses will 
far exceed the supply, and without an im­ 
portation we cannot see how the deficiency 
is going to be made up. We did not breed 
in 1878 more than^tjOO thoroughbreds, and 
we doubt if 1870 «lid exceed it. There 
will be fully 800 to 1,000 horses trained 
west of the Alleghanies, and nearly as 
many east of the Alleghanies. The pro­ 
grammes are being so arranged that there 
will be a demand for any kind of a horse 
that can gallop, and we expect to see 
prices, from the scarcity of horses, to be 
high. There is nothing that will pay so 
handsomely for the next ten years as to 
breed thoroughbreds, and farmers should 
provide themselves with a few brood­ 
mares, if they know their own interest.”— 
[New York Sportsman. 
M ore W hite D eer.—The .San Diego 
Netcs says : Only a short time ago we de­ 
scribed the skin of a white deer brought 
into this place which was killed in Fine 
mountain, and now we have the following 
from a Virginia paper at Richmond : It is 
well known that white deer have been 
killed in Dinwiddie county for two years 
past. The first seen was considered a 
freak of nature, but this year a number 
have been seen. Last season due was 
killed on the land of C. J. Cabanis. Re- 
oently another was shot by Samuel Jeffer­ 
son. The shot put out the deer’s eyes, 
hurting him but little otherwise. Mr. 
Jefferson, ill his efforts to secure him, 
mounted him as he would a colt, but the 
deer threw him off with great violence, 
ami he had to shoot him again to secure 
him. The skin, with hair on it white as 
snow, has been dressed, ami is preserved 
as a memento of a rare species of the deer 
genus. 
Can sportsmen and naturalists 
tell us if this white species is found else­ 
where ? 
A nother To noramus.—Another shoot­ 
ing accident ami an inexcusable one. A 
sportsman (?) hunting last Sunday near 
Oakland sees the eyes of a wildcat in the 
bushes, fires an«l shoots a child and a young 
lady. .Now this thing is altogether too 
frequent. The true sportsman will make 
no such blunders. He does not shoot at 
eyes without other indications of game. A 
little wholesome punishment would make 
these ignoramuses more careful. This blaz­ 
ing away at eyes and dark forms which can 
be seen sufficiently clear to draw a bead 
on. is in our opinion unpardonable, when 
the form is that of a human being. Men 
who cannot tt 11 a w Uijcat's eyes from those 
of a blue-eyed baby (as in the Oakland case), 
ought to be prohibited by law- from hand­ 
ling a gun or going into the woods alone. 
They are careless killers of human beings 
and ought to be punished for manslaughter 
—at the least. 
T he Sports oe Mountain L ads.—Some 
boys were playing “ follow the leader” 
along the flume a couple of miles beyond 
Town Talk recently. The foot-board was 
icy, and several times some of the party 
narrowly escaped falling off the thread-like 
structure. Finally, one of them named 
Wilkins, who possessed more hardihood 
than the rest, endeavored to run at the top 
of his speed over a chasm where the walk 
was about 35 feet above the ground. As 
he reached a point midway, he slipped and 
went whirling over in the abyss below. 
The snow happened to be quite deep there 
and he sank into it nearly out of sight. 
His playmates thought at first .he was 
surely killed, but a moment after he clam­ 
bered out ami “ dared” them to equal his 
performance. He was not hurt beyond re- 
ceiviug a few slight scratches from the 
crust of the snow-.—[Nevada Transcript. 
F allen T hrough.— Owing to the lack 
of representation and want of co-oj.-eration 
of the more influential clubs, the proposed 
National Yacht Racing Association has 
fallen through. This was to have been 
foreseen, as toe composition of the commit­ 
tee having the preliminary arrangements in 
charge was in some respects not such as to 
meet with approval.—[Forest and. Stream. 
B lackbtrds. —Utah sportsmen propose 
to use blackbirds instead of pigeons in 
future matches. Good idea. 
Large Buck Captured.—A very large 
buck recently jum ped down off a bank 


into the claim where Pullen & Kennedy 
were mining at Hamburg Bar. near the 
mouth of Scott river, the buck not seeing 
the m n-rs there when he jumped. The 
buck fell on striking the ground, when 
Pullen immediately btized both hind legs, 
grasping the ham-strings, b o that he could 
not move, while Kennedy made a dash at 
the same time for the buck’s head, and cut 
his throat with a knife. The success in 
killing the buck wasdue to the hold gained 
by Pullen, and the capture of such a large 
buck in the manner stated is considered a 
great feat in the way of activity, as the 
least delay to let the buck recover from 
his fall would have foiled the ejtort.— 
[Yreka Journal. 
Aconite in Distem per.—Let me say a 
word for aconite in distemper. My setter 
pup, 8 months old, was drowsy, had run­ 
ning at the nose and eyes, had cough and 
vomited ; would eat only at times, then 
ravenously ; very affectionate ; seemed to 
know that 1 pitied him. I had read of ac­ 
onite for distemper in your paper, ami pre- 
seived the article for future need. I had 
a dru.gist put a bottle of four ounces of 
water and four drops of aconite. (Cost me 
five cents for bottle.) Commenced at noon 
giving a teaspoonful every half hour, and 
before night the cough had stopped. Next 
day my wife gave, the same, except that 
bhe forgot it three or four times during the 
«lay. The third day the puppy seemed as 
well as ever, and has not shown any symp­ 
toms since.—[J. H. B., in Chicago field. 
H unting.—The hunting fever seems to 
have ahateil ; or maybe it is because every­ 
body is so busily engaged in other pursuits 
that they can't find time to indulge in field 
sports. It cannot be because game is 
scarce, as we learn it is quite plentiful ; 
so much so in the open districts that we 
have heard some farmers complain that 
geese were causing damage to grain, which 
has just begun to sprout. In some locali­ 
ties “ geese-herders” are employed tfl 
keep the fowl off the grain. Some of our 
sportsmen, who are not able to capture 
game, ought to secure such a jjositiou ami 
try their hand at frightening it away ; hut 
then the geese would soon learn not to 
fear them.—[Woodland Democrat. 
Caution.—Four and five dollar guns are 
freely advertised. Good sense ought to 
guide every one in this matter ; but there 
are some who will buy these suicblal weap­ 
ons. 
They are utterly unreliable, are ex­ 
tremely dangerous, or else are old models 
for which no ammunition can lie found. 
Beware of cheap guns. Buy of a reputable 
dealer and demand a guarantee. Sacra­ 
mento dealers can supply reliable guns of 
any desired worthy quality. Don't waste 
money on the pot-inetal tilings advertised 
to be forwarded from the East for a mere 
song. 
E x term in ate th e P ests.—For the ben­ 
efit of hunters it is stated that a reward of 
$5 apiece is offered for coyote scalps and $1 
apiece for wild-cat scalps. Add the $2 of­ 
fered by the county, and a pretty good 
price is gained by the trapper for his 
trouble. 
We know already of quite a 
number who intend to go to work, and no 
doubt a large number will follow in their 
tracks. The sheep men are troubled to a 
considerable extent with the inroads of 
coyotes and wild-eats, and were compelled 
to adopt the course described to protect 
their property.—[Red Bluff Sentinel. 
Domesticating.-—A. J. Smith, of Men­ 
docino City, has a lot of mountain quail 
which he is domesticating, and right pietty 
little fellows they aVo. lie has them in a 
large roomy cage, and occasionally shifts 
one to another room so as to have the lonely 
one to call to his mates and hear their an­ 
swering notes.

Answer to Correspondents. 
H ard Soap.—Can you give me a receipt 
for making hard soap ? 
Mrs. L. 
Answer. —Take 6 pounds unslaeked 
lime, 6 pounds sal-soda, 5 gallons soft wa­ 
ter ; when dissolved anti settled pour off’, 
ami add C pounds of fat and boil until 
thick, and pour into a tub that water has 
stood in ; when cold cut, and put where it 
can dry. It is first-class snap. Another— 
To 4 pails of soft soap add 4 quarts of salt 
and half pound of resin ; boil two hours ; 
let stand till cold ; pour off the fluid and 
add 1 quart more salt and boil 1 hour, and 
do as above. One pound sal-soda added t«» 
this makes it better, and the Lye that sepa­ 
rates, when it is cold, is splendid for clean­ 
ing floors. 
W ashing M ixture.—Will you jilease 
publish in the Household a receipt for 
washing mixture? 
J ane C. H. 
Answer.—Borax, 1 ounce ; bar soap, 1 
pound ; water, 1 quart; heat slowly, not 
noil, till all is mixed. Soak the clothes 
awhile iu cold or tepid water; then rub 
this soap on the soiled parts, using a pint 
or more, according to the size of washing. 
In the morning put the suds and clothes in 
the boiler on top of the stove, pushing 
them up and down as you get breakfast, 
then take them into the tub with some of 
the suds, cooling it, if need be, and rub 
out, putting, meanwhile, the more soiled 
garments into the boiler. When all are 
rubbed through this suds, empty the boiler 
onto socks or what not that have been 
soaked in cold water, and fill it up with 
clear water, and put the clothes in and stir 
till scalding hot. In cold winter weather 
they will only: need one good rinsing in 
water a little blue. Washing can be made 
the same way with soft soap. 
Silk.—Dear Household : So much lias 
recently been said about spurious sill; 
being sold, can you tell us how to detect 
it, or rather how to tell the quality of good 
silk ? 
E. aud S. 
Answer.—Take ten fibers of the tilling 
in any silk, anil if on breaking they show 
a feathery, dry and lack-luster condition, 
discoloring the fingers in handling, you 
may at once be sure of the jiresence of 
dye and artificial weighting. 
(Sr take a 
small portion of fibers between the thumb 
and forefinger ami gently roll them over 
and over, and you will readily detect in 
the one the gum, mineral, soap and other 
ingredients, aud the absence of them in 
the other. A simple hut effective test of 
purity is to burn a small quantity of the 
fibers ; pure silk will instantly crisp, leav­ 
ing only a pure charcoal ; heavily-dyed 
silk will smolder, leaving a yellow, greasy 
ash. If, on the contrary, you break the 
ten strands, and they are of a natural lus­ 
ter and brilliancy, and fail to discolor the 
fingers at the point of contact, you may he 
well assured that you have a pure silk, that 
is honest iu its make, durable in its wear. 
Skeleton Leaves.—Will the Household 
give smne sirajile directions for preparing 
skeleton leaves, and much oblige 
Old F riends. 
Answer.—The following is from a good 
Eastern authority : Much care is required 
to select the leaves when they are just in 
the fit condition to macerate. 
If too soft 
and delicate the maceration will reduce 
them to a Jiulpy mass ; if too old and hard 
they resist the process. \\ hen the young 
leaves, as a general rule, have just har­ 
dened, their venation appears to be the 
best time, although some, and esjiecially 
ferns, can be done at all times. Leaves 
containing similar chemical constituents 
require to be done together, and not to be 
mixed with other leaves. For instance, 
the leaves of the oak. chestnut, birch, wal­ 
nut and hickory contain so much tannin 
that, if mixed with other leaves, they will 
almost entirely prevent decomposition, act­ 
ing, indeed, .os a jireservative. The leaves 
must be carefully examined, to see that 
they are not injure«l by the attacks of in­ 
sects—iu short, none but perfect leaves 
should be used. From the middle of 
June until the middle of July the 
leaves of elms, 
magnolias, poplars, 
sycamores, deutzias, pears and majiles 
may be selected to commence with, as they 
are the first to become fit for maceration ; 
none but the firmest leaves should be taken. 
The leaves are to be place«l in open earth­ 
enware or glass vessels, covered with soft 
water, and jilaced in a warm, sunny situa­ 
tion. In about two weeks they should he 
examined, by taking out a few leaves and 
placing them in a basin of clean warm 
water; then, immersing the hand in the 
water, take a leaf between the thumb and 
finger, and rub the leaf gently, but firmly, 
and if the leaf is sufficiently macerated the 
loose cellular matter will part freely from 
the net-work, which will be exposed to 
view. Those that are only partially soft­ 
ened should be thrown into a vessel of clean 
water, aud allowed to macerate for some 
tinm longer; hut care must be had, by fre­ 
quent examination, not to allow the leaves 
to remain iu the macerating vessel after the 
epidermis of the leaf can be readily re­ 
moved, otherwise the net-work will be in­ 
jured. This is an inqiortant point. As the 
net-work of many species is very delicate, 
and the pulp cannot be removed with­ 
out tearing or injuring 
the 
net­ 
work, 
it 
is 
advisable 
to 
use a 
soft tooth-brush, or, better, a puna­ 
brush, such as is used in making wax- 
flowers, and then placing the leaf on the 
palm of the hand or on a jilate, gently 
brash away the pulp, keeping it contin­ 
ually moist. After the leaves are thor­ 
oughly cleansed, they are to be thoroughly 
dried by carefully pressing them between 
the folds of a soft tow el; aud then the 
skeletons may be laid away in a box to 
await the bleaching process, which may be 
done at any convenient time. Care must 
be taken, in the drying process, not to 
press the leaves so firmly as to make them 
adhere to the towel, as it is almost ímjios- 
si ble to remove them without tearing them. 
If any of the leaf-stems should separate or 
break from the leaves, they are to be pre^ 
served, as they can be fastened to the leaves 
as hereafter directed. Fern leaves should 
not be macerated, but dried between leaves 
of blotting-paper, as in the bleaching pro­ 
cess the epidermis will lie completely eaten 
away by the bleaching liquid. For bleach­ 
ing, take one-quarter pound chloride of lime 
and dissolve it in one quart of water in an 
earthen or glass vessel ; let it dissolve and 
precipitate; filter through filtering paper 
(to be had of any druggist), and bottle for 
use. Of this solution add one Bpoonlul to 
nineteen sjjoonfuls of water, or one-twen­ 
tieth part of whatever quantity may be 
needed to cover the leaves. Immerse the 
skeletons in this solution until they are 
perfectly white, using an earthen or glass 
jar, covering it, and jiutting it in a warm 
place. Leaves and seed-vessels should not 
be put into the same jar, and the coarse 
skeletons should be kept separate from the 
more delicate. 
If left too long in the 
bleaching solution they will become too 
tender to cleanse. When taken from it 
they are to be thoroughly cleansed by 
washing them several times in fresh water; 
then dry in the folds of a soft towel, and 
keen them between the leaves of a book 
until wanted for mounting. Some of 
the more delicate ones are apt to curl 
in drying; in this case they may be dried 
between sheets of white blotting-paper. 
It is very important to hive the washing 
thoroughly done, otherwise they will be 
apt to become yellow, which destroys their 
beauty. The whole process requires con­ 
tinual examination aud delicate manipula­ 
tion, as the different species of leaves vary 
much as to the time necessary for perfect 
maceration and bleaching, the first pro­ 
cess requiring from two weeks to four 
months in some cases, according to the 
character of the leaves. In mnuntmg them, 
whatever may be the design, the base 
cushion upon which it rests should be of 
black velvet: but they always show better 
if mounted on a flat surface, made of soft 
wood, upon which a piece of black velvet 


has been glued. They should have a glass 
shade over them; or, if on a flat surface, 
they may be mounted in a recessed picture- 
frame, with glass over them. 
Dissolve 
some white gum-arabic iu water so as to be 
quite lilies. With this you cun gum the 
stems that may have been separated from 
the leaves to them again ; or, if artificial 
steins are needed, stiffen some crochet or 
other coarse white Sewing thread with the 
gum-arabic, having these artificial steins of 
different stoutness to suit, the different 
kinds of leaves. 
Useful Information. 
P iccalilli.—One peck of green toma­ 
toes ; quarter peck sliced onions, slice and 
salt over night ; one handful scraped horse­ 
radish ; ouuce tumeric powder; ounce 
each of cloves and cinnamon; quarter 
jiounil whole pejiper ; pound each uf mus­ 
tard seed and Hour mustard. Put in a 
large preserving kettle alternate layers of 
tomatoes, onions, cauliflower, some sliced 
green pickles, which have been cut up and 
salted over night, also one or two green 
peppers, with all the other ingredients ; 
cover the whole with vinegar : boil fifteen 
or twenty minutes, stirring carefully. 
Pour off all the water that forms on 
the pickle when they lay in the salt. 
How to Select F lour.—First, look at 
its col >r ; if it is white, with a slightly 
yellowish or straw-colored tint, it is a good 
sign. If it is very white, with a bluish 
cast, or with black specks in it, the flour is 
not good. Second, examine its adhesive­ 
ness—wet and knead a litde of it between 
the fingers ; if it works dry and elastic, it 
is good : if it works soft and sticky, it is 
poor. Flour made front sjiring w heat is 
likely to be sticky. Third, throw a lump 
ol dry flour against a dry, smooth, perpen­ 
dicular surface ; if it falls [ike powder, it 
is bad. Fourth, squeeze some of the flour 
in your hand; if it retains the shajie given 
by the pressure, that, too, is a good sign. 
Flour that will stand all these tests is safe 
to buy. 
R abbit C utlets.—Prepare the rabbits 
as you would for a stew ; cut the different 
limbs into the size of cutlets—such as the 
shoulders cut in half, also the legs, witli 
the ends of the bones chopped off. Have 
ready some bread-crumbs and the yolk of 
an egg beaten up. Drop each cutlet into 
the egg, and then cover it with bread­ 
crumbs, as for veal cutlets. Fry them a 
nice brown, and when you dish them up 
pour round them some rich brown gravy, 
which may be flavored with tomato-sauce, 
if approved, and put round them rolls of 
fried bacon. 
Cheese Straws.—Take one-quarter of 
a pound of lluur, two ounces of butter 
broken in the flour and rubbed until quite 
smooth, the yolks of two eggs aud « hite 
of one ; season with a little salt; mix all 
together ; roll out to the thickness of rather 
less than a quarter of an inch ; jilaee on a 
well-buttered tin, and cut into very narrow 
strips four or live inches long ; hake in a 
moderate oveu for five minutes ; jiile in a 
glass dish, laying two one way and two 
over them, as lumber is piled to dry, and 
the effect is very pretty. 
To Make the Hands Soft. — Take 
equal proportions of glvcerine and alcohol; 
mix well ; before retiring at night wash 
the hands in warm water and rub well 
with the lotion.

New York, January 10, 1880. 
The present month has been thus far, 
and will continue to be, devoted to social 
entertainments. 
The most fashionahle 
quarter of the town, bounded by Twenty- 
third and Fifty-ninth streets, Madison ami 
Sixth avenues, is full of gayety—more so 
than it has been for years. In nearly ev­ 
ery block the windows of inijiosiug man­ 
sions may be seen all ablaze, evening after 
evening ; the sidewalks canopied, carriages 
rolling up and rolling away until long af­ 
ter midnight, emptying ami receiving their 
freight of both sexes, the men usually 
looking as solemn as their sable suits, ami 
the women as radiant as their elaborate at­ 
tire. Comparatively few men, 1 am con­ 
vinced, enjoy what is known in a con­ 
ventional, restricted seme as Society; 
while women have, as a rule, 
AN INSATIABLE LOVE 
For it. They go night after night, from 
the beginning to tlie end of the season, to 
dinners, receptions, parlies, musicales, 
halls, and though they may he of delicate 
constitution, they seem nev«_r to tire. The 
most robust men get worn out after three 
or four weeks of such dissijiation ; but 
their daughters, wives and sLtc-rs keep up 
the round of pleasure without showing 
auy signs of fatigue. They live ou their 
nerves; they draw on their stock of emo- 
tious ; you might think that they would 
be utterly exhausted, but they ajtpear as 
fresh ami as eager for the social fray at the 
close as at the commencemeut of wiuter. 
One reason of this is no doubt that they 
thoroughly enjoy society ; the labor they 
delight in physics pain. They can endure 
much going ami coining, endless dressing 
and undressing, the toils and trials of a 
fashionable campaign, with hardly any per­ 
ceptible wear, because they relish the ex­ 
citement. the variety, the bantering, the 
talk, the co«|uetry, the sentimental jtenls 
that it involves.

Ere 
they are 30 they affect cynicism ; pro­ 
nounce society tedious aud stupid ; haunt 
the clubs; evince a love of brandy-and- 
water, aud go to parties reluctantly, per­ 
suaded thereto by sister, sweetheart or 
wife.Women not only keep the gates of soci- 
etv, they are the inward force that holds 
it together. Without them it would go to 
jiieces, and they know it. Therefqfe, they 
are so resolute anil active in drumming up 
masculine recruits and retaining them iu 
the ranks after they have enlisted. They 
are busy enough just uow. Many have 
five or six engagements for the same even­ 
ing, and some try to fulfill them all. It is 
not uncommou to see ladies at a dinner 
between 7 ami 9 o’elock, at two or three 
recvjitions or parties between 9 and 12, anil 
at a ball after midnight. I might name 
several who seem to have an unappeasable 
passion for this sort of thing. Go where 
you may, you encounter them. They seem 
to be ubiquitous, ami to be made of iron. 
They go out fifteen or twenty times a 
week. They are forever nibbling, sipjiing 
wine, talking, ffirtiug, smiling, jjosing, anil 
have been doing the same tiling for yeais. 
They are not the novices, the maidens, the 
young ladies of a certain or uncertain age. 
They are the experienced, the veterans, 
tiie dowagers. 1 have one in mind who is 
A SOCIAL MONOMANIAC, 
If ever there was one. She is indefatiga­ 
ble ; she is acquainted with everybody ; 
she is conspicuous in all sets, and there are 
scores of sets here, each of them the very 
best, if their own story is to be credited ; 
she knows the old families, the merely 
rich, the church circles, the musical peo­ 
ple, the artistic fraternity, the journalistic 
ami literary folk, and she enjoys them 
all. 
She seems never to refuse an in­ 
vitation ; she was never known to de­ 
cline or send a regret. She is loyal, 
socially, to the backbone. She can be de­ 
pended on always for entertainments with­ 
out number. Her husband, like most men 
who have seeu a good deal of the world, 
cares nothing for society ; indeed, dislikes 
it, anil consequently keejis out of it as much 
as possible. This, however, does not hinder 
her in the least from jtrevaleuce iu all cir­ 
cles. She always contrives to find escorts 
who are of infinite variety—young men and 
old men, natives and toreigners, lawyers, 
journalists, merchants, authors, bankers— 
all are fish that come to her net. 
She is well educated an«l accom; lislieil, 
she has traveled, she speaks several lan­ 
guages, ami would be a very interesting 
companion, were she not socially disor­ 
dered. She wants to see ami talk with so 
many people that no one jierson can com­ 
mand iier attention. While talking to one 
woman, she is looking at another. 
She 
asks a question of this man, and before it 
can be answered, she is making au in­ 
quiry of his neighbor ; wherefore, she is 
prone to mental distraction and oral inco­ 
herence. Although she declares that she 
always has a good time, she appears to be 
preoccupied, restless and discontented. 
The reason is that she is ever trying to 
comjiress what she should do in a week into 
a few hours. 
One day, at a barbecue party, a friend 
said to ber, “ Mrs. ——, I should think 
that you would die from fatigue and 
nervous excitement, so continually are you 
in the whirl of society.”

And general surprise among all his ac­ 
quaintances. But I do not know why it 
should have done so. True, he was con­ 
sidered entirely upright, he ivas wholly be­ 
yond suspicion, as dozens of defaulters here 
have been. Scarcely a fortnight passes 
that some wholly trusted aud prominent 
member of a well-known firm or corpora 
tion is not discovered in what are delicately 
called irregularities. 
The unfortunate 
man’s course ot wrong doing is almost uni­ 
versally the same, lie is implicitly trust­ 
ed ; he has losses in business or in 
speculation ; 
he 
is

for money ; he thinks if be should use 
fuDds that are under his control that he 
could soon return them, and nobody be 
the wiser. His losses increase; he uses 
more money not his ; he sinks deeper and 
deeper in ; he tries vainly to get out; he 
suffers day and night; his life is a torment 
from constant fear of detection. Finally, 


exposure comes; his name is blasted ; he 
i? jjenniless; he has ruined himself for 
notning. The wages of his sin are bank­ 
ruptcy and shame.

-f-t'.-s*, the direct causo of so many 
deitucauons is the absolute confidence 
placed in the defaulters. If they were 
considered fallible, if they felt that their 
accounts were liable to be examined any 
time, they would keep guard over them­ 
selves ; they would not be apt to yield to 
teuiptatii n. But knowing that they are 
completely trusted, they are ever in danger 
of dishonesty, and unless they he remark­ 
ably sharji, they take the fatal step when 
they are fairly beset by pecuniary diffi­ 
cult es. 
Bogert, like many others, might have 
been saved from himself, had he not 
been above suspicion. 
It sfcins strange 
that lie should have been driven to sui­ 
cide fi r so siua.ll a sum as he had taken. 
In all probability the fact that his father 
had destroyed himself impelled him to a 
similar act. Suicide is in a certain sense a 
disease, and is hereditary often as gout, 
eancer or consumption. But for over-faith 
iu Bogert by bis associates, he might have 
been alive to-day. Ptrfect confidence sent 
him to a dishonored grave. 
H--nry Carter or Frank Leslie’s death, 
which occurred this atternoon, though sud­ 
den, can hardly be said to have 
. SURPRISED HIS INTIMATES, 
Since he has been very seriously ailing for 
years. 
It will strike the public as odd 
that, when he bore another name than his 
own, he should be engaged in a lawsuit 
with his son, who hid seen fit to change 
his name. Leslie was very enterprising— 
he lias been the publisher ami proprietor of 
as many as twenty different weeklies and 
monthlies at one time—and knew how to 
appeal to a large class iu the community. 
He was not a mail of fine taste or sensibil­ 
ity, however ; none of his publications was 
what it shouiil have been. They were <le- 
cent enough, but they were very cheap, 
trashy, and never read by people of cul­ 
ture. 
His sole object, until recently, was 
to make money, ami he made it.

Nevertheless, he persevered right 
manfully, and was struggling actively and 
managing shrewdly to achieve his purpose 
when lie died. He was so hanilicapjied 
that he never could have succeeded; but 
he passed away, poor fellow, iu hajipv ig- 
nurauee of a fact patent to everybody save 
himself.

It is rep'.’rteil that Robert L. Stuart, to 
whom bis brother, Alexander Stuart, lately 
left all his property, valued at some $7,­

COLOR-BLINDNESS. 


Science has at last been brought to bear 
upon everyday business in regard to color­ 
blindness. It has been shown that about 
one person in twenty-five in this country is 
color-blind; that is to say, is unable to dis­ 
tinguish red from green. Now, as red and 
green are the colors used in the railroad 
service all through the country for signal­ 
ing, and as a mistake as to either of them 
juay at any moment lead to the most seri­ 
ous casualties, it is evident that the ques­ 
tion whether railroad employes are or are 
not color-blind is a very practical and im­ 
portant one. In most of the European 
railroad systems we believe tests have al­ 
ready been made, to weed out color-blind 
employes, and the same undertaking has 
recently been commenced in Massachu­ 
setts. This is the first step made in the 
United States to apply the discoveries of 
science in this connection, but it will 
clearly become necessary to adopt the 
examination plan on every American rail­ 
road, for it is certain that the public will 
demand it as soon as they realize that any 
engineer or conductor is liable to he color 
blind, and that if he is he may drive a pas­ 
senger train into another one, or into an 
open draw, by mistaking a red danger 
signal 
for 
a green 
safety 
signal. 
Color blindness has no doubt been the 
cause of many railroad and steamship ac­ 
cidents in the past, and often when it has 
seemed to the public that some casualty 
could only be accounted for on the theory of 
incredible stupidity, the trutli has been 
that the engineer or steersman was unable 
to recognize red or green when he saw it. 


WAKDSN. 


The Board of State Prison Directors 
have not yet appointed a Warden, and we 
are therefore encouraged to hope that they 
intend to give due weight to the earnest 
representations which have been made to 
them on this subject. They have it in 
their power to reform the administration 
of the State Prison, or to allow it to fall 
again into the disgraceful condition it has 
occupied hitherto. The problem before 
them is one which any business firm would 
solve in ten minutes. It is whether they 
shall secure a trained penalogist to do the 
work which none but a trained penologist 
can effectually accomplish, or whether they 
shall appoint somebody who possesses only 
political claims. To do the latter would 
be to abandon everything at the out­ 
set, and to proclaim that, notwithstanding 
all the efforts to get the State Prison 
out of politics, it is still regarded 
as one of the legitimate “ spoils.” We 
should entertain hut faint hopes of reform 
if this line was taken by the Directors, 
and for the reason that no sophistry can 
conceal the plain path of duty in the 
premises, or justify its abandonment upon 
any consideration of political expediency. 
An opportunity is now offered to introduce 
reform to the penal administration, and 
reform is not to be had by appointing peo­ 
ple to administrative offices who have ev­ 
erything to learn concerning their duties. 
There ought not to be any need of insist- 
anee on this matter, but unfortunately 
office-seekers are persevering and human 
nature is weak. 


Once a year a circular is publish* d by 
the mercantile agency of Dun, Bailow & 
Co., which gives an insight into the darker 
side of 'business life. 
It is a document 
giving the statistics of failure throughout 
the United States, 3nd it is full of instruc­ 
tion for those who desire to learn the real 
tendencies of civilization. 
We have just 
received this circular for 18711, and it is 
even more than u-ually interesting. 
It 
appears that there were last year 6,658 
failures in the United Sta'es, with liabilities 
aggregating 808,OIK).000. 
In 1878 the 
failures were 10,478, with liabilities of 
8234,000,000. The decrease for 1879 was 
therefore very barge, being in Duinbers 
3,890, and in liabilities §130,000,000. 
Nothing could he more convincing proof 
than these figures, of the reality of the 
wave of returning prosperity which iast 
year swept over the whole country with 
the exception of the Pacific States. That 
the wave did not include the latter is shown 
with equal clearness by the statistics. lor 
example, we examine the table of geographi­ 
cal distribution and percentage of failures, 
and we find that the percentage of failures 
in 1S79 was as follows : In the Eastern 
States, 1 in every 85; in the Middle 
States, 1 in every 100 ; in the Southern 
States, 1 iu every 93; in the Western 
States, 1 in every 159 ; in the Pacific States 
and Territories, 1 in every 45. It is fur­ 
ther to he toted that the average liabili­ 
ties in the Pacific States were greater 
(§13,940) than in the W estern States [§13,­ 
188), though in the latter the failures 
were 1 iu 159, and in the former 1 in 45. 
The prosperity of the W estern States 
during 1879 was unexampled, as shown 
by the extra rdinarily small percent­ 
age of failures. In the same region in 
1S7S the failures were 1 iu every 70, or 
more than 
twice as numerous 
as 
last year. 
In regard to the Pa­ 
cific States the fact is to he noted that 
whereas they escaped the waves of ad­ 
versity which sweut over the East 
and W est from 1873 onwards, their 
decline has been coincident with the re­ 
vival of business in the Atlantia and 
Western States. Why this should he so 
will perplex the average inquirer, and it is 
certainly not a problem to be solved with­ 
out patient examination. 
It would be 
natural to suppose that even if California 
did not share the burdens of her neighbors 
during the had years, she ought to share 
their prosperity when the reaction came, 
hut it seems as though’ the occurrence of 
that reaction had been the signal for the 
collapse of business on this coast. No 
doubt it would be a mistake to imagine 
that any one cause is íesponsible for this 
singular condition of things, hut it must 
be realized that the very agencies 
which separated 
us from the 
rest 
of the Union as far hack as the 
rebellion era, and which have maintained 
here a currency and a commercial system 
unknown to the other States, have made it 
impossible to bring ns into harmony with 
our neighbors when their fortunes began to 
rise. The causes of business prosperity in 
California have, moreover, been in several 
respects artificial and not natural, for many 
years. Trade was stimulated here during 
the inflation era by purchasing in green­ 
backs at the East and selling for gold at 
greenback rates in California. Our people 
were hied fearfully in this way, and noth­ 
ing could have induced them to star d it 
but the traditions of flush pioneer times 
which still survived, to make the masses 
reckless and wasteful in money matters. 
The practical collapse of the Coinstock 
Lode, and the uncertainties and apprehen­ 
sions caused by the blatant advocacy of the 
most outrageous communism, came at the 
same time to supplement the depression 
caused by the failure of that commercial 
bonanza which the gold premium had 
proved for years to our merchants. Re­ 
sumption, in fact, brought no new benefits 
to California, but abolished some very posi­ 
tive avenues of profit which had existed 
up to its advent. The local agencies, which 
threw everything out of gear, also estopped 
the public from longer maintaining that 
carelessness in money mailers which had 
so long characterized the conventional 
Californian. They could not afford to pay 
the extravagant additions to Eastern prices 
which it had become the practice to charge, 
hut for charging which no justification 
existed. Had our merchants been saga­ 
cious enough to realize that a new national 
departure had been taken, and that it was 
therefore necessary to trim their sails 
afresh, we believe that they would have 
escaped much of the disaster which fell 
upon them. But they made the mistake 
of endeavoring to maintain a state of 
things which had become impossible, 
and the result was failure and misfor­ 
tune. It must have been evident to 
all thoughtful persons for some time 
that sooner or later it would he necessary 
to bring down prices on this coast to a fair 
proportion with Eastern prices. When re­ 
sumption was accomplished the time for 
this reduction was really reached, but our 
merchants did not perceive the truth, so 
they suffered for their lack of perspicacity. 
The same hopeless attem pt to keep up war 
prices after they have reached the bed-rock 
iu every other part of the Union, must 
prolong the depression of last year if it is 
not abandoned. Only when the facts of 
the situation are recognized, and the 
onerous tariff, which custom and nothing 
else has established, is 
abandoned, 
will the Pacific coast regain its pros­ 
perity, 
aud 
he prepared to share 
in the reaction which is enriching 
the East and West. 
In this renard 
the isolation of our currency has brought 
us evil. During the era of inflation and 
f rise values that isolation preserved us 
from the feverish speculation that leads to 
collapse, but wheu the greenback was 
brought to par, our want of connection 
with the East prevented us from benefit­ 
ing from the fall of prices which was the 
natural accompaniment of that event. If 
our business men had had the foresight to 
adapt their prices to the Eastern schedules 
a year ago, California.would have been for­ 
tified to a considerable extent against the 
depressing influences of those local mis­ 
chiefs which contributed to render 1879 
one of her gloomiest years. 


But these local mischiefs were of them­ 
selves sufficient to do a great deal of harm, 
and there can be no doubt that they made 
the difference between pressure which 
could, and pressure w hich could not, be en­ 
dured. The new Constitution and the 
break in mining stocks came together 
The spurt in Sierra Nevada, which oc­ 
curred in the fall of 1873, had demoral­ 


ized the public, who, after the failure of 
the Bank of California and the segregation 
of the leading miues, had letn strongly 
disinclined to speculate freeiy. The Si­ 
erra Nevada episo le whetted the public 
appetite, however, drew much hoarded 
money into stocks, and paved the 
way for that crash which left the 
public 
pockets and nerves equally 
flaccid and limp. At such a juncture 
nothing could have prevented a genera! 
decline hut the free investment of capital 
in legitimate industries. The capital was 
here, aud the will to use it was not want­ 
ing. But precisely7 at that moment the 
demagogues who were seeking to crawl 
into place and plunder by flattering the 
ignorance and feeding the prejudices of 
the masses, began their crusade against 
capital, and all 
through 
the sum­ 
mer this fight was kept up with 
a ferocity and a malignity’ almost incredi­ 
ble. The result was what might have 
been expected. 
Capital withdrew into 
hiding. Investment was suspended. No 
man who had money dreamed of putting it 
into productive enterprises in a State 
where thrift and industry were denounced 
as crimes, aud where it was seriously pro­ 
posed to put every prosperous man under 
the harrow of taxation until h's wealth 
was dragged 
out of him. 
When 
the new Constitution 
was 
adopted 
the 
alarm 
reached 
its climax. 
It 
was useless to think of building up a Sítate 
thus given over to ruin by its own people, 
capitalists concluded, and accordingly 
many of them began to wind lip their 
affairs, and prepare to leave California. 
All through the year these agencies worked 
together to produce the most depressed 
aud paralyzed condition ever known on 
the Pacific Coast, aud this in spite of a 
good harvest, and ail unusual European 
demand for breadstuffs. 
The aggregate 
amount of failures for the Pacific States 
aud Territories in IS79 was §9,953,358. 
The failures for the Eastern and Middle 
States together were only §41,000.000, 
though the proportion of people in busi­ 
ness in these sections is as 319 (in the 
East) to 39 (on this coast). If we com­ 
pare Pacific Coast business with Eastern we 
find that 1879 was for these States a worse 
year than 1870 w as at the East. For ex­ 
ample, in the latter year the failures at the 
East were 1 in 09, while in 1879 they were 
1 in 45 here. Canada alone can show a 
greater depression than this, and her fail­ 
ures last year were 1 in 29. It remains to 
inquire how the example of 1879 Í3 to be 
bettered on this coast. We have shown to 
what extent our business men have it in 
their ow n power to stimulate trade. They 
must wake up to the fact that the days of 
high prices have passed away, and that the 
Chinese Wall between California and the 
East can no louger be kept up. As regards 
the mischievous effects of the new Consti­ 
tution the remedy is less easily availa­ 
ble. 
It lies in conservative legislation 
and construction, and in the repeal of 
whatever provisions are found to interfere 
seriously w ith the progress and prosperity 
of the State. The mining situation is the 
only remaining factor of importance, and 
the indications are that this w ill in no long 
time adjust itself. It is evident that pub­ 
lic faith iu the honesty of Comstock manip­ 
ulations is dead, and that speculation hence­ 
forth must he confined to a game of “ dia- 
“ mond cut diamond.” It is hardly possible 
that the people can he again gulled as they 
have been in the past, and if the other two 
great factors are once brought under con­ 
trol stock-gambling will probably not inter­ 
fere seriously with the restoration of better 
times. 
A SALUTARY MEASURE. 
A hill has been introduced by Assent 
blyman Braunhart to prohibit the paying 
of percentages oil prescriptions by drug­ 
gists to physicians. A meeting of drug­ 
gists was held in San Francisco the other 
night to discuss the measure, and it was 
unanimously approved, and some amend­ 
ments making it inore comprehensive were 
proposed. There were also some physi­ 
cians present-at this meeting, and a contro­ 
versy arising as to where the responsibility 
for the percentage system rested, facts 
wTere adduced showing that both druggists 
and physicians had at various times sought 
to extend and maintain it. There can he 
no doubt that the percentage system is an 
inequitable and dishonest one. It is iu 
fact an imposition upon patients, who are 
thus forced to pay a second fee to the doc­ 
tor, in an underhand manner, and for no 
consideration. The physician has no claim 
whatever upon any part of the purchase- 
money of drugs, hut the money that is so 
paid him of course never comes out of the 
druggist’s pocket. It is the consumer, as 
in all such cases, who pays the tax, and 
the consumer would be just as well off if 
the doctor added the percentage to his 
regular hill. In fact, this would be the 
better plan of the two, for it is alleged 
(and by druggists themselves) tluit the 
percentage system sometimes leads to such 
a tampering with drugs as completely in­ 
validates the prescriptions of the physi­ 
cians. For instance, a certain druggist, to 
gain the custom of as many physicians as 
possible, W’ill put his percentage very high. 
Experience soon shows him that he has put 
it so high as to cut off his own profits upon 
prescriptions involving the use of costly 
drugs. In order to save himself from loss 
he therefore deliberately tampers with the 
prescriptions, aud only puts iu half or one- 
third the quantity of the more costly 
drugs ordered, thus of course neutralizing 
the physician’s combinations, and in man} 
cases doubtless depriving the medicine of 
its beneficial effects. 


It is had enough for the public to be 
charged two fees instead of one, hut it is 
still worse not to be able to put confidence 
in the faithful compounding of the physi­ 
cian's prescriptions. 
In such cases the 
practical outco-' e is that in order to screw 
a little more money out of the patient the 
doctor endangers the results of his own 
professional efforts. The fact is that the 
drug business is at the best one in which 
the prices charged are out of all proportion 
to the value of the things sold. There is 
probably no business in existence where 
such exorbitant prices are maintained, and 
this has always been the case. Druggists 
usad to be called Ninety-niuers, because 
the tradition went that they made 99 per 
cent, profit upon everything. They make 
a great deal more than that, however, 
upon many things. * Probably 1,000 per 
cent, would be no exaggeration of their 
gains in a number of instances. And 
when, therefore, these normally inordinate 
prices 
are 
still 
further 
enhanced 
by 
the 
addition of a percentage 


for 
the 
benefit of the physician, 
the robbery becomes greater than the 
public aie called upon to endure. At* the 
meeting referred to a druggist stated an in­ 
stance where, because of the percentage 
system, one of the trade had charged S3 50 
for some medicine whiclx could have been 
put up at any other store for §1 50. In 
this case there was a dead robbery of the 
patient amounting to more than double the 
value of the mediciue ; and if the actual 
cost of the drugs used iu the prescription 
were known, it would probably appear 
that 50 cents would have covered every­ 
thing, and that all the rest was clear profit 
—or sheer plunder. It is said that re­ 
spectable physicians and respectable drug­ 
gists are equally opposed to the percentage 
system, but we fear it will not do to accept 
this statement, lest it lead us to the awk­ 
ward conclusion that the number ot re­ 
spectable physicians and druggists is un­ 
pleasantly small. Bather let it he said 
that the system is a had one which has 
grown up out of custom and competition, 
hut which produces such ill effects that it is 
clearly public policy to put an eud to it.

We have already given some reasons 
why the hill to impose a stamp-tax upon 
foreign insurance companies should not be­ 
come a law. We will now show, from the 
statistics of insurance m California, the 
absolute madness of the proposition. The 
paid-up capital of companies of other 
States doing business here is §27,935,00. 
The paid-up capital of foreign tire insur­ 
ance companies doing business here is §27,­ 
074,000, and that of the foreign marine 
insurance companies is §11,325,003 ; total 
paid-up capital of all outside companies, 
§015,335,903. The total paid-up capital of 
the California file ami marine insurance 
companies is S‘2,100.00C. It is therefore 
for the benefit of the representatives 
of these two millions of home cap­ 
ital that a stamp-tax is sought to be 
imposed upon the representatives of 
sixty-six millions of capital. The amount 
of risks written in California by the home 
companies in 187S (fire ami marine) was 
§79,374,092. The amount of risks written 
by companies of other States doing busi­ 
ness here in th e , same year was §54,930,­ 
793 ; the risks written by foreign tire com­ 
panies amounted to §120,842,700; and 
those of the foreign marine companies to 
§00,598,105. Total of risks written by all 
outside companies §230,371,719, as against 
§79,374,092 written by the home compa­ 
nies. 
The amount of risks written by 
the outside and foreign companies, more­ 
over, was not much more than 
times their 
paid up 
capital, 
in the case of the California 
panies 
the 
risks amounted to 
teen 
times 
their 
paid 
up 
tal. These figures ought to he 
elusive of the whole matter. It is 
fectly apparent that California depends 
mainly for protection against fire ami ma­ 
rine losses upon the outside companies 
doing business here, ami that any legisla­ 
tion of a proscriptive and discriminating 
character undertaken against them would 
react most disastrously upon the business 
interests of the State. It is also perfectly 
apparent that no rcliauee could be placed 
upon the hon e companies in the eveut of 
any wide spread disaster, ami that in such 
a case the only hope ot the community 
must lie in the solvency of the foreign 
companies. 
Whoever drew up the bill we are dis­ 
cussing must have been misled, for it is 
inconceivable that anyone should with his 
eyes open undertake to deprive the public 
of protection against casualties by a delib­ 
erate attempt to drive from the State the 
corporations upon which the security of 
nearly all destructible property rests. 
Nor is it as though local capital could take 
the place of foreign, if the latter were 
forced out of business. It could do noth­ 
ing of the kind. Perhaps there may be 
local companies that would be willing to 
take all the risks that might lie offered, 
but assuredly they could not 
effi­ 
ciently protect those risks, no mat­ 
ter 
what 
their 
nominal 
capital, 
for the reason that their assets would be 
destroyed together with the property they 
had underwritten, in the event of any ex­ 
tensive disaster. The normal tendency of 
henlthy insurance is shown in the figures 
giveu above. 
Prudent business men 
naturally prefer to insure in compauies 
whose available assets are not exposed to 
local dangers. The outside aud foreign 
companies, moreover, represent far the 
largest aggregate of capital, and are there­ 
fore the more available. The logical con­ 
sequence of 
these considerations is 
that 
legislation 
hostile 
to 
foreign 
insurance 
companies 
is emphatically 
against 
public 
policy, 
and 
that 
the only admissible legislation is that 
which invites and secures full and free 
competition. It is not the interest of the 
foreign companies that is in question, hut 
the interest of California insurers. 
To 
protect their property every facility should 
be afforded for the widest distribution of 
risks. Unless this is done a fire will occur 
some day which will destroy San Fran­ 
cisco, and when the claims for insurance 
are presented it will he found that they 
are not worth the paper they are written on. 


A hill has been introduced in the Ger­ 
man Bundesrath providing for ail increase 
of the army. It is proposed to bring the 
peace footing up to 427,000 men. The 
reason given for this demand is the in­ 
crease of the armies of neighboring poweis. 
No doubt the bill will be carried, and this 
fresh burden will be laid upon the people 
of Germany. Bnt as there is nothing to 
prevent Russia and France from following 
the example of Germany, and as every 
fresh increase on the part of one power 
may he availed of to justify a still further 
increase on the-part of the others, the pro­ 
cess can be carried on until the entire adult 
population of all these countries is under 
arms. Before that period is reached, how­ 
ever, there will he war. Nothing else can 
cone of the present policy of these powers. 
Their tremendous efforts to outdo one an­ 
other in military preparations showj that 
the certainty of war is accepted by all, and 
that being the case the strongest and 
swiftest will he very apt to choose its own 
time for fighting. 
It is becoming more 
probable every day that Germany lias re­ 
solved to fight Russia soon, hoping to 
cripple her before France can come to the 
rescue. That is the favorite policy of Bis­ 
marck, and though the great German cap­ 
tains are now nearly all old men, there is 
no reason to sujqiose thaj their right hands 
have lost their cunning, or that they are 
not capable of sustaining another great 
war. Meantime' German commerce must 
languish, however, aud the progress of the 
nation be suspended while the revenues are 
absorbed in military preparations.

THE PRIVACY OF DISPATCHES. 
A hill has been introduced to Congress to 
secure the privacy of dispatches. This 
measure ought to be adopted. It is as es­ 
sential that the privacy of dispatches 
should be secured as that the mails 
should he inviolate. The principle is pre­ 
cisely the same in both cases. And the 
political events of the last fea- years have 
conclusively proved that it is not safe to 
withhold this guarantee from the telegraphic 
service, for that politicians are only too 
ready to avail themselves of real or as- 
sumeul authority to violate the secrecy of 
dispatches whenever any capital can he 
made out of such work. Every dispatch 
sent by telegraph ought to be guarded as sa­ 
credly asare the mails, and there should be 
no means of prying into their contents. It 
is evident that to give this guarantee is the 
only way to secure to the telegraph its full 
usefulness, for as the ease stands men must 
always hesitate about trusting momentous 
matters to such an agency, and it is plain 
that it may become unavailable at the 
very moment when its services are most 
urgently needed. Partisanship ought to 
be deprived of the temptations which the 
possibility of reading the dispatches of po­ 
litical opponents hold out, and the busi­ 
ness public ought to he secured against 
those violations of confidence which at 
present are too lightly punished. This is a 
m atter which the public should urge upon 
Cougrtss with sonic emphasis, too, for it is 
not safe to leave to any Government the 
power to tamper with the communications 
of the citizens. 
A MAP WHICH SHOULD BE PROCURED. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


The Republican members of the Legisla­ 
ture did a sensible thing in holding a cau­ 
cus to arrange for the swifter disposition 
of the public business. It is already evi­ 
dent that much more methodical practices 
will have to be adopted if the present ses­ 
sion is to be completed within one hundred 
days, and it is clearly the duty of the Re­ 
publicans to bring that about if it is pos­ 
sible. The session so far his been almost 
altogether wasted. There has been as 
much frivolous discussion over trifles as if 
the whole year was before members, and as 
if it cost the people nothing to run this 
elaborate machinery. If the rest of the 
hundred days is to Vie frittered away in 
like fashion an extra session of about three 
hundred days will be required to accom­ 
plish the work on hand. The feeble appre­ 
hension of the magnitude of the task be­ 
fore them which many members exhibit is 
strikingly illustrated by the recklessness 
with which new bills are brought forward. 
It looks now as though enough of them 
would soon be on the file to occupy the at­ 
tention of both Chambers to the end 
of the session, and yet besides all this new 
legislation all the Statutes of the State 
have to he revised from beginning to end, 
and a multitude of untried constitutional 
provisions are to be enforced by appro- 


\Ve are informed that a map of Suisun 
Bay aud its surroundings has been pre­ 
pared by the Racific Coast Survey Depart­ 
ment for the use of Congress, which ought 
to be in the hands of every member of the 
State Legislature. This map shows the 
encroachments which have been made upon 
the water marks of former times in 
the clearest manner. 
It gives the 
condition of the hay many years 
ago, and its present condition, and it 
shows how steadily the How of mining 
debris is filling up the surrounding water­ 
ways, and threatening navigation. The 
map has not been engraved, hut no doubt 
it could be lithographeel ata small expense. 
It would be of great use in the coining dis­ 
cussion of the debris question, ami on a 
proper representation from the Legislature 
Congress would unquestionably permit a 
copy of it to he furnished to the State. A 
motion to this effect put iu the form of a 
joint resolution wouht be all that was nec­

TEE FUSIONISTS IN MAINE. ’’ 
The Fusionists in Maine appear to be 
preparing to recede from- their defiant 
position. Why they have been permitted 
to keep up the pretense of a separate 
Legislature so long is not at all clear. If 
the Republican Administration and Legis­ 
lature are the only lawful ones, it follows 
that the Fusionists are law-breakers, and 
that it is the duty of the authorities to 
dispierse or arrest them. 
It is possible 
that the apprehension of resistance, liable 
to involve partisans on both sides iu a 
serious quarrel, may have induced the Ad­ 
ministration to refrain from positive action 
heretofore, but it is clear that the 
spectacle of a double Legislature cannot 
he submitted to as a permanent ar­ 
rangement, and that sooner or later 
Governor Davis anil the Republican Legis­ 
lature will be compelled to vindicate the 
legitimacy of their position by treating the 
Fusionists as fomentera of sedition. The 
fact that the Democratic politicians gen­ 
erally have given up all hope of doing any­ 
thing further in the way of capturing the 
State Government, will no doubt tend to 
weaken the Fusion members who still hold 
out. Evidently their best policy now is 
unconditional surrender, and the longer 
they hang on the less likely does it appear 
that they will obtain any effective support 
from their own faction. 
A LIGHTNING-ROD FRAUD. 
As an illustration of the low grade of 
scientific knowledge commonly possessed it 
may lie stated that a company was not 
long since incorporated in the W est for 
m iking a new kind of lightning-rods, the 
principle of which was that they had no 
connection with the earth. They were 
laid along the ridge of the roof, and at 
each end a point turned up. Of course 
they were considerably worse than useless 
as protection against lightning, for they 
actually exposed the buildings to which

A good many of the railroad people are 
here, and from them I learn much of in­ 
terest with regard to the Southern Pacific 
enterprise, an enter rise of more impor­ 
tance to San Francisco than seems yet to be 
appreciated. Work on this road was stopped 
last May, the heat of the Arizona desert 
being' so intense timing the summer that 
work cannot lie done to advantage. It was 
the intention to resume it ag in in October, 
but another delay was caused by the busi­ 
ness boom in the East, which so crowded 
t .e rolling-mills with orders that the steel 
rails which had been contracted for could 
not he obtained with promptness. Now, 
however, rails, ties and materials of 
all kinds have been accuiuulattd a ’ 
the front, and on Monday last the 
first gang of men for the resumption 
oi work started from San Francisco 
aud have since been followed by other 
bodies. Unless some unexpected obstacle 
intervenes, there will he no more interrup­ 
tions, hut track-laying will proceed at the 
rate of from one to two miles a day. By 
tl.e time May homes again the intensely 
hot district will have been passed through, 
and the work will he pushed without stop 
until tide-walerón the Gulf of Mexico is 
reached. W ithin eighteen months, or at 
most two years, this road will lie com­ 
pleted from ocean to gulf, and a continuous 
line of steel rails, owned by oue company, 
will stretch from .San Francisco to Galves- 
toD, and perhaps to New Orleans. Now 
this means not merely the opening of an­ 
other transcontinental line similar to that 
already existing, nor does it merely mean 
a line of 1,000 miles from ocean to ocean, 
instead of 3,000. It means a transconti­ 
nental line on which there shall be no 
break of ownership, and which will be 
controlled from the Pacific coast, and, no 
m atter how selfish its ow uers may be. con­ 
trolled with a view to the settlement and 
development of the Pacific coast. 
The Central Pacific Railroad is now hut 
a single section of the great overland road, 
and in all their arrangements relating to 
through business its owners are very much 
at the mercy of the Eastern roads. This 
is the reason (I am giving the statement of 
railroad men) for the unjust discriminations 
which compel Nevada wool-growers to first 
ship their wool to San Francisco, to he 
brought hack again on its way East, ami 
which makes a ticket from San Francisco 
to New York cheaper than from Reno. 
The Central Pacific people, they say, have 
long realized that these discriminations are 
against their true interests, and have 
wished to put down fares to such a low 
figure as to attract immigration, hut have 
been prevented by the demands of the 
other roads, the Union Pacific, especially, 
having been actuated by the policy 
of keefiug the tide of immigration 
from 
flowing west 
of 
Ogden, 
in 
order that it might spread along its line, 
taking lip its lands and building up a way 
business. 
Of the §(55 charged for emi­ 
grant tickets, the Central Pacific gets hut 
§6, they not having been able to induce 
the other roads to unite with them in cut­ 
ting down lates, and so being compelled to 
stand the brunt of the deduction them­ 
selves, in order to make even a compara­ 
tively low rate. But with a road from 
ocean to ocean, they will lie masters of the 
situation. They will not only be able to 
carry passengers and freight as low as they 
jilease from New Orleans to the Oregon 
line, but they will he able to dictate terms 
to roads, w hich, w hen the Southern Pacific 
advances a little further eastward, will he 
anxious to make connection with it. 
During the next year and before tide­ 
water oil the other side is reached, it is 
the intention, by building a road along the 
northern verge of the Mojave desert, to 
avoid the heavy grade and the long tunnel 
on the present hue of the Southern Pacific 
between Sau Francisco and L< s Angeles. 
This cut-off will he the main line over 
which all the through business will be car­ 
ried, only light local trains being run to 
Los Angeles. Thus a road will be secured 
between San Francisco and New Orleans 
which will nowhere have a grade of over 
42 feet to the mile, on which one locomo­ 
tive will be able to ¡mil 65 freight ears, and 
where there will be no difficulty from snow, 
and the gre at expense of maintaining snow- 
sheds and long tunnels will he altogether 
avoided. 
The owners of the Central Pacific already 
have a line of steamers running from San 
Francisco to China. , They propose to put 
on between Liverpool and their eastern 
termins a similar line of large iron steam­ 
ers, which may be run swiftly and cheaply. 
And ttiis done, they will he prepared to 
compete with the Cape Horn ruute tor the 
carrying trade of the Pacific coast, and 
with the Suez Canal for the carrying trade 
of Eastern Asia and Western Europe. 
They projjose to take in this way all the 
grain exjiort of California. 
At all the 
stations in our great interior valleys v.ill 
lie ereeti d warehouses, froin which the 
grain will he dumped in hulk into ears. 
At Galveston or New Orleans it wiil be 
emptied into the holds of steamers, and 
he raised at Liverpool or London by 
elevators, thus avoiding the cost of hand­ 
ling, ami what is a still greater item, the 
cost of sacks. There will also he jiaid the 
cost of insurance, all hut a nominal rate 
between the Gulf port and the English port; 
as well as three months' interest. These 
items taken into consideration, the charge 
they pri pose will be so low that they will 
lie able to turn the whole export trade into 
grain over their line, and in the cars, u hich 
must be hauled hack,'they propose to carry 
heavy freight westward at equally low 
rates. 
But the great advantage of the Califor­ 
nia farmer will be that he will thus he en­ 
abled to profit by every rise in Liverpool 
f|uotation3. 
Now when wheat rises in 
England tonnage rises in San Francisco, 
and a great part of wiiat should be the 
profit of the California wheat-grower goes 
in higher freights. The railroad rate being 
uniform, the wheat-grower will get the full 
benefit of increaseel jirices. 
I have not sjiace to follow up this mag­ 
nificent scheme in all its main features, to 
say nothing of its details. It involves the 
development of Southern California, of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico and Western Texas, 
of the Northern States of Mexico, and ulti­ 
mately, of that rich table land which din, 
ages ago was the seat of empire and civili­ 
zation.

About 
noon lie bought a bottle of strychnine, and 
immediately after was .-eeu hanging around 
Boston’s house. He was arrested and asked 
what he diel with the poison, and appear* d 
much frightened. He answered that f.e did 
neit know. Butler’s house was then searched 
ami a strychnine bottle was toune] nearly 
empty. At 1 p. M., Peter Stetfers, a German 
farm-hand employed by Boston, went into 
Boston's for lunch and took several bites of 
bread and butter lying on the table. The 
food tasted bitter, and he stopped eating and 
went i to a saloon, where lie was taken seri­ 
ously ill and fell out of a chair. Dr. ¡Smith 
was called, and he pronounced it a case of 
strychnine ja.iLoning. All the fooei in Bos­ 
ton’s house was then examined, and the 
bread, meat, vegetables and preserves were 
found to lie thickly covered with strychnine ; 
it was even tlir >wn in the water-bucket. 
Sieffers had noticed it on the butter and 
tli light it was salt. The evidence against 
Butler is circumstantial only, there being 
nothing positive, though there is little doubt 
that he did it. Butler had made a pet of the 
seven-year-old d tughter of tin- sister-in law 
of Boston, but the latter disliked the looks of 
Butler and had ordered him not to call again 
at the house. It i- supposed that Butler was 
enrageel iu consequence and determined on a 
terrible revenge. The examination of the 
case closed yesterday at Genoa, and Butler 
was held to answer before the Grand Jury in 
§5,000 bail, in default, of which lie was re­ 
manded to jail. Spffvrs is still alive, with 
some possibility of his recovery.

The City Grammar School yesterday after­ 
noon celebrated the tenth anniversary of 
Professor A. H. McDonald’s Principalahip of 
that institution. The exercises took place in the 
assembly room of the Grammar School build­ 
ing, which was filled to its utmost capacity, 
and upon the platform and throughout the 
auMience were seen many of the leading edu­ 
cational men of the State, members of the 
Legislature, and a large attendance of prom­ 
inent citizens of Sacramento. The exercises 
were opened with prayer by Rev. II. H. 
Rice, after which the programme, consisting 
of the following parts, was carried out: 
Anniversary Song, by the school; declama­ 
tion, Charles Five ; recitation, Millie Par­ 
sons, “ Battleof Ivy,” (McCauley); recitation, 
Emma Lovedul, “ Who’ll Save the Left?” 
piano soló, Daisy Siddons, “ Bonnie Doon,” 
with variations ; declamation, Bennie Plant, 
“ The Cumberland,** (Longfellow); reci*a- 
tion, Kitty Hughe*, “ An Order for a Pic­ 
ture,” (Alice C aret); declamation.

The songs were accompanied with piano 
by Miss McMenoniy, a teacher in the Gram­ 
mar School. The faultless manner in which 
the several parts of the entire programme 
was rendered was creditable in the highest 
degree both to scholars and teachers, and re­ 
flected strongest indorsement upon the effi­ 
ciency and management of the Grammar 
School Department. 
J. T. Griffitts, President of the City Board 
of Education, at this point, upon request, 
assumed the Chairmanship. 
Professor McDonald stated that as this 
was the tenth anniversary of his taking 
charge of the City G ianimar School, it is 
proper that he should make some remarks 
about the events connected with the school 
covered by that period, and said : 
About twenty years ago, at the earnewsolicitation 
of friends, I took up my former business in the 
East that of school-teaching—in a small mining 
town in Placer county. About that time the Sacra­ 
mento schools were looming up in importance, and 
my ambition was stimulated to become Principal oi 
the Sacramento Grammar School. During the ten 
years preceding 1S70, I taught in four different 
schools, still having the same object iu view. By 
referring to the minutes of the Board of Eduuation 
I find that on January 20, ls70, two applications be­ 
ing before the Board, I received for my present po­ 
sition the unanimous support of the eight School 
Directors then holding office, my referees being our 
present worthy President, 
T. Griffitts, and .Mr. W. 
11. Mills. Upon assuming the duties of Principal, 
on January *24, 1870, 1 resolved that, if possible, 1 
would make myself a necessity to the position 
How I succeeded is not t r me to say. Ten of the 
b.st years of ray life have been devoted to perform 
the duties then conferred upon me. As a whole, 1 
received the generous support *.f the teachers asso­ 
ciated with me, as well as of the members of the 
Board and City Superintendents during tiiat time. 
At the date of taking charge of the school the fol­ 
lowing teachers were the Grammar School Assist­ 
ants : Mary J. Watson, Laura S. Templeton, Mary 
E. Hall, Mrs. E A. South worth, Mrs. L. H. Wells, 
Miss Wall and Sarah J. Weir. Of these. Miss Wat­ 
son alone has remained continuously as or.e of the 
Assistants. Miss Weir, another *>f the Assistants, 
has had charge of some of the lower classes during 
the time. 
The present assistants of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School are: M. J. Watson, Vice-Principal; 
Annie C. Weeks, First Grade ; Sue V. Heard, Jen­ 
nie Burke, Jennie McMenomy, Second Grade ; Ad- 
die H. Wells, Grace E. Kid .clara L. Orth, Helen 
K. Waldron, Third Grade; S. J. Weir, Mrs. II. 
Deuel and Mrs. M. Mieheoer, Fourth Grade; Pro­ 
fessor E. Kemer, Teacher of German. These teach­ 
ers have taught in our school the ■following length 
of time continuously, viz. : One taught 10 years, 
two 
j ears, three 3Í years, four 2£ years, two 1^ 
years and one half a year. A more earnest, i*er»e- 
vering, pains taking corps of teachers it is difficult 
to find. Number >f teachers associated with me at 
different times during these ten years are 57. sub­ 
stitutes 5, total 62. Many of these have quit the 
profession, others are teaching in different parts of 
California, Nevada and elsewhere. Three teachers 
passed away iu death, viz.: Mrs. M. E. Stahl, Mrs. 
A. S. Jay coax and Professor A. H. Unger. Several 
of our former pupils are teachers in both the gram­ 
mar and primary schools of this city and county. 
The number of <»ur former pupils who arc <»r who 
have been actively engaged in teaching is 113. There 
have been certificates to teach granted to 30 others 
who have not taught, so far as we know. Tutal 
pupiis receiving certificates are 147. The number 
enrolled in the first grade for ten years arc 994. A 
largo per cent, of these did not remain long enough 
to graduate, but received more or less first grade in­ 
struction. 
The names of the School Directors who honored 
me with a unanimous election are Henry Miller, 
David S. Ross, 13. B. Redding, Daniel Brown, Dr. -I. 
F. Montgomery, J. F. Dreman, F. A. Gibbs and J. 
W. Avery. Since that time we have had thirty-two 
different p:rsons elected, making a total of forty 
gcmlemen who have acted as members of the Board 
of Education since 1870. Of these three respected 
and influential members have died, viz: George 
Rowland, ----- Nelson and Henry Miller. There 
have been four City Superintendents, viz : Rev W. 
11. Hill, Hon. 8. C. Denson, A. C. Hinkson, Esq., 
and F. L. Landes, Esq. You will pardon me if I 
refer t<* a few of the more importaut points that 
have occurred since, with which 1 was mure or less 
connected. Shortly after being elected I found that 
the old Franklin building was not w ell adapted for 
school purposes, and was not sufficient to hold all 
the grammar classes. Two classes were established 
iu the Jefferson building, Sixteenth and N, and the 
succeeding year two more classes were established in 
the Washington building, Thirteenth and G. In 
concert w ith others I began to urge on members the 
’necessity of building a new Grammar School. The 
proposition found favor with the City £>uperinten 1- 
ent, S. C. Denson and several members <*t the 
Board. Finally a committee consisting of C. II. 
Cummings, J. F. Dreman, N. D. Goodell and myself 
were appointed t<* go to San Francisco and Oakland 
to select a model for a suitable bid ding. We went, 
ami decided upon the Oakland High School as being 
the best suited.. The Board of Education, after im­ 
proving ami enlarging the plan somewhat, unani­ 
mously adopted the report, and determined to becin 
the building at once. Upon C. 11. Cummings, as 
Chairman of the Building Committee, devolved the 
principal labor and oversight in erecting this beau­ 
tiful building in which we are assembled to-day. 
He entered upon the duties with the perseverance 
and energy characteristic of him. The following 
year the hold-over members were ably assisted by 
the new members—Messrs Rowland, Tracy and 
Feltcr—in bringing the building to a successful com­ 
pletion. The charge that Mr. Tracy, as President of 
the Board, gave to the first grade pupils, viz: 
“ To you is intrusted the care of this building while 
you occupy it as a graduating cl *-V has been re­ 
peated to every succeeding class, and generally con­ 
scientiously concurred in. 
In ‘72 or ‘73. at the request of many young per­ 
sons who could not attend the day-school, I made 
application to the Board to establish a public ni.ht- 
school. After the subject had been <1 scussed for 
several evenings, it was decided that if twenty-five 
persons would apply for such teaching » cl ss would 
be formed. Undoubtedly Superintendent Dens m 
rememl*ers the numlier who met in the Franklin 
building upon the night advertised for those who 
desired to attend to present themselves. Nome 250 
jiersons were present. The school was organized by 
myself, and three assistants were furnished by the 
Board. It entered upon its popularity and useful­ 
ness at once, and has been taught every fall and 
winter since then. It lias proved q the greatest 
importance to many persons, who otherwise would 
have been deprived of obtaining the elemeuts of an 
education. 
Some two or three years afer taking charge of the 
school it wa-» found necessary to revise and simplify 
the bourse of study. A c mmittee, consisting of J. 
I. Fel er. Judge S. G. Denson, Prof. E. P. Howe and 
ravsclf, were appointed to perform the work. We 
spared neither time nor |>ains t * select the best 
possible course of study, also rules and regulations, 
and succeeded in recommending such a course as re­ 
ceived the approbation of the Board. 
The examinations f*r promotions were all oral, 
and the pupil having the most self-possession usually 
succeeded in being promoted with the greatest 
honor, whether possessed of merit or not. After 
some effort. I succeeded in introducing a partial 
written examination, which, taken with the ora! ex­ 
amination, gave equal ad van tag s t«> all pupils. 
But shortlv afterwards the Board adopted the rule 
that all promotions should he by written ex­ 
aminations only. 
It was finally ascertained that 
promotions bv written examinations exclusively 
were as much of an extreme as when only oral ex­ 
aminations were used, go the last Board selected a 
wise and happy medium, by determining that here­ 
after promoti* ms will be made by t king into con­ 
sideration both the annual written examinations 
and the yearly standing of the pupil in the class. 
During my connection with the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School I was determined to sustain the well- 
merited reputation of our schools, but to do the 
greatest good to the greatest number, and deprive 
no pupil, not viciously inclined, of the greatest ben- 
enfit drived from the public free schools. 
In conclusion, I d»*sire to tender my sincere thanks 
to each member of the ten respect.ve Boards, who 
elected me each year to my present position. Also 
to each of the four superintendents for their coun­ 
sel and assistance ; to the sixty-two ttacliers who so 
uniformly seconded mv efforts, and also to the 
patrons and friends of our school for the many kind 
words of encouragement received from them 
At the conclusion of these remarks the 
Chairman arose, and. addressing Professor 
M* ]> »uald, said : “ The very pleasant duty 
has been delegated to me by your assistants 
ii this school, who have recognized your 
high personal w rth and merits as a teacher, 
to present you a token of their high regard, 
which they have selected in the shape of the’ 
w**rks of Pope, aud which I now present 
you.” 
^ 
The finely-bound volume was received by 
the recipient with equally marke i surprise 
and appreciation. Miss Mary J. Watson 
and Miss Saiah J. Weir, teachers in the 
Grammar School, were also presented with 
similar tokens—the fi rmer with Milton’s 
works aud the latter with three volumes se­ 
lected from Dickens. 


Being called upon and introduced by the 
Chairman, a large number present made 
brief addresses, among whom was State Su­ 
perintendent F. M. ( a npbelL 
Senator Grove L. Johnson gave a brief re­ 
view of the work and success of the Gram­ 
mar School during the past ten years, and 
said he hoped that the present Superintend­ 
ent, A. H. McDonald, would be spared and 
found at the same post at the end of another 
ten years, which expressijn was received 
wi h unanimous approbation aud applause. 
Asimilar sentiment prevailed throughout the 
reinai k- of the other rpeakers, among whom 
were Daniel Brown, ex-Superintendent A. C, 
Hinkson, W. F. Knox, F. A. Hornblower, 
D. W; VVelty, Rev. Dr. Bentley and Super 
intendeut F. L. Landes. The following fit­ 
ter from B. B. Redding was read, after 
which the exercises were closed :

Mr. McDonald may 
look about him will pride and see men and w .men, 
honest, virtu us an*] intelligent, who have entered 
upon the duties of life .from under his supervision. 
I have the highest respect for a toucher who devotes 
his life to it as a professi >n. Educated at great ex­ 
pense, always study ng to keep up with all dis­ 
coveries in science and advances in literature, be 
debars himself from all opportunities for fortune 
that may disclose themselves in the avenues for 
wealth in the profitable world, that he may be poorly 
paid and have the consolation of knowing that 
some |H»rtion of mankind has made progress 
and that the world will be the better becau-e he has 
lived in it. Without men and women who will 
make this sacrifice, society would soon revert to its 
original barbarous condition. Civilization is a per- 
i>eiual struggle. After two thousand years of 
Christian teaching we can see daily that the cloak of 
civilization is but athiu garment, easily discarded 
and scantily covering the original savage. The 
teacher, the clergyman and theCnristian missionary 
should he most honored by society. They accept 
small pay and make lifelong sacrifices that the race 
may advance in knowledge and in virtue. 
1 have great respect for Mr. McDonald as a teacher, 
and the highest regard for him as a member of so­ 
ciety, and I regret I cannot be present when his pu­ 
pils and ex-pupils tender to him the compliment of 
their appreciation * f his character, influence and 
earnest work.

BURNS’ ANNIVERSARY. 


CAPITOL NOTES. 


The Caledonian Club last evening at Tur­ 
ner Hall gave a concert and ball in honor of 
the one hundred and twenty-first anniversary 
of the birth of Robert Burns. The annual 
reunions of this Club have become very pop­ 
ular occasions, and for the last three years 
the rush to the entertainments of the Club 
has become each time a crush, so successful 
heretofore has been the management? of the 
Caledonians. The hall last evening was filled 
to its utmost seating capacity with a fine au­ 
ditory, while many were compelled to remain 
standing. The hall was tastefully decorated. 
Beside the banners and drapery, selections 
from the poems of Burns were displayed upon 
scrolls set in the panels. The silken banners 
of the Club were hung over the stage, flank­ 
ing a large design inclosed in an embellished 
floral border, the design being the English 
coat of arms. 
The exercises opened with a selection by 
the orchestra and a brief welcome by George 
D. Stewart, Chief,, who introduced l)r. \V. 
R. Cluness as orator of the evening. The 
Doctor read a well considered and thoughtful 
sketch of the life and characteristics of 
Robert Burns, and dwelt upon the essential 
elements of the poetry of the bard. He 
spoke also somewhat at length upon “ Scotch­ 
men in America,” and their duty to their 
adopted country. 
He analyzed several of 
Burns’ productions, pointing out the religion, 
patriotism, love and high moral sentiment 
therein. 
The address was comprehensive, 
analytical, and iu all respects interesting, and 
it kept the close attention of the audience. 
D. McAllister, Miss E. Smith and Mr. 
Johnston each appeared in Scotch songs, but 
were*illy prepared for the task, and save in 
the case of the last song by the last named, 
the attempts were hardly entitled to that 
designation. The result was cruelly unjust 
to the club, and to the audience, aud not par­ 
donable even in amateurs. The embarass- 
rnent was relieved by some excellent Dutch 
character recitations by U. M. Grey; two pleas­ 
ing songs by Miss Jennie Logan, whose method 
and voice were good, but the latter was 
tasked by the large auditorium ; John Ross, 
in a fine exhibition of the “ sword dance,” to 
the music of the bagpipes ; Richard Cohen, 
in two Scotch songs given quite acceptably, 
while Mrs. S. Katzenstein, by the cheerful 
singing of “ Jennie, the Flower of Dun­ 
blane,” and “ The Fishwife’s Song,” very 
nearly succeeded in restoring the audience to 
a pleasurable condition. Mr. Williams, of 
San Francisco, sang “ I Never Doff My 
H at,” but his effort cannot be said to have 
been a success or his manner suited to the oc­ 
casion. But the cloud lifted when Mr. Deo, 
a recent addition to local talent, sang “ Three 
Fishers, H ullah”• and “ The Holy Friar.” 
Mr. Deo has a tine resonant and exceedingly 
pleasing voice, the tones of which are full of 
rich melody. His modulation is exceedingly 
good, and his voice, under thorough culture, 
is capable of very exalted effects. 
His 
singing was a great relief to the audience. 
Ed Leavy gave several admirable Irish 
character sketches, and was warmly ap­ 
plauded. William and John Ross danced 
the highland fling excellently. Messrs. John­ 
ston, Small and Carlisle endeavored to sing a 
glee, but made miserable work of it, aud left 
not an eyelash width of margin on which to 
excuse them. 'Closing remarks were made 
by Dr. Smyth, and then the floor was cleared 
for dancing. A pleasing feature of the even­ 
ing was the dancing of the highland fling by 
little Sadie Ross—a mere toddler—and for 
which a shower of silver was her reward, 
mingled with much applause. Mrs. Deo, 
Professor Rand and Mr. Crowe acted as ac­ 
companists during the evening, and were sat­ 
isfactory every way. 
It was exceedingly unfortunate that the 
Caledonians, who have done so well hereto­ 
fore, should have permitted their reputation to 
suffer by the very indifferent programme of 
last evening. The Club is capable of better 
things, and knows it. The ladies and gen­ 
tlemen who di I well must have been greatly 
embarrassed by tfi se who so signally failed. 
The dance was, however, a decided social suc­ 
cess, and was well managed. The Caledo- 
uiaus were plentiful in their quaint and showy 
costumes, the committees wer^atteotive and 
self-sacrificing, the music was good, and the 
floor direction superior. The supper was 
spread at the State House by H. Eldred, and 
was a tasteful affair and creditable to the 
caterer.

The expectation was that the State Prison 
Commission would meet to-day and indicate 
its policy in certain directions, but several of 
the Commissioners have gone home, and it is 
believed the next meeting will take place in 
San Francisco, and not until late next week. 
A bill is shortly to be introduced regarding 
the publication of the debates and transac­ 
tions inseparable therefrom of the late Con­ 
stitutional Convention. The purpose of the 
author oí the bill is to exclude all uuim- 
? ortant matters, and cab only f *r debates 
had iu Committee of the Whole and in Con­ 
vention relating to the Constitution, which 
will tend to throw light upon the sections 
ad* ipted. 
A movement is on foot to urge the passage 
of a bill concerní' g the publication of legal 
notices of all kinds. Under the present sy s­ 
tem. which conspires strongly against the 
rights of absent parties, the notices go mainly 
to the paper which is the lowest bidder fur 
their publication, and hence appear in jour­ 
nals least likely to convey the information 
sought to be given to the party to be reached 
by the notice. The proposition now is to 
pa»s a bill fixing a maximum rate at which 
publications can be made, and giving the 
publication, in some instances, to the paper 
having the largest general circulation. 
It is proposed by many to have the debates 
in the Senate and Assembly, on whatever law 
passed relating to the revenue system, pub­ 
lished in pamphlet forpa, and sent to all As­ 
sessors, Auditors, Supervisors and Tax-col­ 
lectors »n the State, that there may be a 
clearer understanding gained concerning the 
revenue system. 
A bill is shortly to be introduced, it is said, 
concerning the preservation of forests a d to 
encourage the growth of forest timber in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
The fishermen “ down river*’ are preparing 
to propose an amendment to the ti>h law of 
the State, providing that iu lieu of the “close 
season” there shall be inhibition against 
catching salmon on certain days of the week 
only. As salmon go up river fat, it is thought 
that to cease the catch a day or two in each 
week will allow enough to go up to furnish 
sufficient spawn. There will be a warm fight 
over the bill. The Fish Commissioners will 
oppose it. but it will have a good deal of 
strength in both bouses. 
It seems to be generally conceded that it 
will be almost impossible for the Legislature 
to complete its labors within the constitu­ 
tional limit of 100 days. The Constitution, 
it is .--aid, obstructs legislation by requiring 
lengthy reading of bills, and various other 
things arise by reason of it, delaying action 
aud proving that it is not economical of time. 


O bservance of th e S a bba th.—A unión 
meeting was held last night in the Sixth- 
street M. E. Church to consider the above 
subject. Various aspects of the subject were 
presented in sound addresses by the clergy­ 
men of the city. Rev. Dr. Dwinell spoke 
on the right of legislation concerning the 
Sabbath. He said the right to legislate is 
based upon the fact that man needs the Sab­ 
bath, not only as an individual, but social 
man needs it. The State has no right to en­ 
force the religious observance of the Sabbath, 
but it has aright to prevent Sabbath desecra­ 
tion. This right is made clear by the fact 
of past legislation in this country and Europe, 
aud by the present laws on our statute books. 
Rev. H. II. Rice spoke on the Sabbath as de­ 
manded by natural law. He showed that 
communities in which the Sabbath is not 
religiously observed, do not ri-e iu social and 
moral cu ture. The Sabbath law is one of 
the Ten Commandments, and since the other 
nine are plainly founded on natural law, we 
expect this also to be thus founded. We 
find, then, that the Sabbath, as a day of rest 
and worship, is demanded by the law of the 
body, the mind aud Lhc spirit-—in short, by 
the nature of man. Rev. Dr. Bentley spoke 
on “ Hindrances to Sabbath Observance.” 
The greatest, he said, is the lack of public 
sentiment, which must, therefore, be created. 
We have forgotten too much of the history of 
our country. The example of Washington 
was cited, who never allowed anything to in­ 
terfere with his religious duties. He spoke 
also of the lack of family government in 
training up children to keep the Sabbath. 
Rev. Mr. Gregory next spoke on “ The 
Methods of Promoting Sabbath Observance.” 
He said we must first keep the Sabbath our­ 
selves, before we can induce others to keep 
it. Let it be sacred to ourselves, sacred in 
our households, sacred in all parts of our life. 
We need also to talk on this subject, and 
preach about i t ; and we need the influence 
of the press for Sabbath observance. Re­ 
quest was made for some public action on the 
subject, which may be taken at some time in 
another meeting.

ARCTIC 
ROMANCE. 


Nordenskj old’s Story of the 
Swedish Expedition. 


An Interesting Account of Perils, 
Adventure and Triumph in 
the Arctic Seas. 


The Long-Sought Passage is 
Traversed by the Great 
Explorer. 


A Recital of His Perilous Voyage in 
the Frozen Regions — Some Ac­ 
count of the People of the 
Arctic Zoue. 


[Translated especially for the Kkcord-I’xion from 
Swedish journals.] 


The first written Communications from Professor 
Nordeuskjold, after the successful accomplishment 
of his object, have been eagerly awaited, not only 
throughout Scandinavia, b u t in a I countries where 
the gallant explorer’s expedition has been watched 
with so much interest. 
The first detailed account 
has at length reached Sweden by the last mail from 
Japan in the form of a very long letter from the 
Professor to Doctor Oscar Dickson, the chief pro­ 
m oter of the enterprise. It contains highly interest­ 
ing particulars relating to the climate, botany and 
inhabitants of Eastern Siberia. 
It will be remem­ 
bered th at the expb'rin, steam er Vega, after pro­ 
ceeding from Gothenburg all round the north coast 
of Siberia, got frozen up on the 28th of September 
last year, when within a very short distance of Beh­ 
ring’s straits, and did not get released until the 18th 
of Julv. 
She then, as previously announced by tele 
graph, proceeded for Japan, and after visiting sev­ 
eral places in Behring’s straits and the neighbor, 
hood, finally reached Yokohama on the 2d of Sep. 
teinber. Professor Nordenskjold gives the following 
account of th e events of the winter : 


WINTER QUARTERS. 
Our winter quarters we) c situated in latitude G7* 7 
north, longitude 173e 30’ west of Greenwich, on the 
Asiatic side of the m ost 
northerly portion of 
Behring’s straits. 
On our arrival the ground here 
was frozen and covered with ho r frost, but free of 
snow, so that our botanists could form an idea of the 
hitherto unknown ff.ra of this region. 
Near the 
shore we found a thick carpet of elymus, interwoven 
with halianthus peploides, which was succeeded 
further inland by a barren, gravelly plain, only cov­ 
ered by a b ack lichen— gyrophoia proboscidea— 
and a few flowers, among which armería siberica 
was the most common. To the southward was found a 
tract occupied by lagoons and small lakes, the shores 
of which were covered with a carpet of luxuriant veg­ 
etation, composed of grasses and sedges. 
Cn the 
higher land around, the decomposing granite and 
dolerite afford a richer soil, and the vegetation as­ 
sum es a more varied character; among it were to 
be seen extensive patches of orake-berry (Empetrum 
Nigrum), 
of 
andromeda 
tetragma, 
and 
large 
clumps of a sort of artemisia. 
Dr. Kjellman also 
got together a varied collection of plants, some of 
them well known at home- e. g., red bilberry, 
cloudberry and dandelion, with others peculiar to 
countries m the far north. 
On the sandy spit which separates the lagoons 
from the sea there were two Tschuktschi villages. 
Of these, the one nearest to the Vega’s winter qua - 
tere is called Pitlekaj. 
It consisted at first of seven 
tents, but the inhabitants had gradually to leave it 
for want of food, so th at in February the last of 
them had gone in search of better fishing grounds. 
THE SECOND ENCAMPMENT, 
Jiuretlen, lay near the point, towards Kolutschin 
bay. 
This also comprised seven tents, and the occu­ 
pants, bting better furnuhed with provisions, nearly 
all remained throughout the w-inter. The following 
encampments lay somewhat further off, but yet near 
enough for us to receive frequeut visits from their 
inhabitants: Pidlin,four te n ts ; Koljutschin (on the 
island of that name), twenty-five tents; Byr&itinop, 
three tents ; Irgunuuk, which at first had ten tents, 
but in February all but four had go:.e away. The 
number of persons in each tent was difficult to esti­ 
mate, as the natives are continually visiting one an­ 
other to chat and tell stories. 
On an average it 
m ight perhaps be reckoned at five or six. Including 
those on Koljutschin Island there were thus about 
200 natives in our neighborhood. As soon as the 
natives saw us there was a great excitement. 
Men, 
women, children and dogs were seen running about 
in eager confusion on the beach. There was evi­ 
dently a fear of losing such an excellent chance of 
purchasing spirits and tobacco. Many vain attem pts 
were made to get a boat out, till at length they man­ 
aged to drag a large skin boat to a chm nel in the 
ice leading toward the ship. 
This boat was then 
rowed up to the vessel, loaded to the gunwale with 
men and women, without any regard to the danger 
of rowing a heavilv-iaden skin-boat between sharp, 
newly-formed ice. 
The first meeting was very cordial on both sides, 
and formed the commencement of very good rela­ 
tions between the natives and ourselves, which con­ 
tinued throughout the w hole of our sojourn. The 
report of the distinguished foreigners’ arrival must 
have spread very quickly. 
We soon received visits 
even from distant villages, and at length the Vega 
got to be a resting place where every passer by 
stopped with his team of dogs for several hours, to 
satisfy his curiosity and to give good words, or some­ 
thing more substantial, for the sake of getting a lit­ 
tle warm food or a bit of tobacco, or sometimes, 
when the weather was very bad, a “ rain ” (the 
Tschuktschi name for a dram). All were free to 
come and go without hindrance over our deck, which 
was incumbered with all sorts of things, yet we did 
not have to complain of the loss of even the most 
trifling article. 
Honesty seems natural to them. 
On the other hand, it was evidently no part of their 
moral code to let the Europeans get the best of a 
bargain, and they soon became troublesome through 
their unrestrained habits of begging. 
They also 
would often 6ell the same thing twice over, and 
were always prodigal of promises which they had uo 
intention to fulfill. 
Small deceptions were es­ 
teemed, not as a crime, but as a duty, and they 
often gave fraudulent descriptions of what they of­ 
fered for tale. Thus dead foxes were passed o ff- 
skinned, with their heads and legs cut o ff-a s hares, 
and it was laughable to observe the natives’ con­ 
sternation wheu we discovered the deception. 


NO LOVE FOR MONEY. 
The Tschuktschis’ total ignorance of money, and 
the small supply we had of articles of barrer suited 
to their taste, obliged us also to enhance the value 
of a portion of our wares to a high price. 
To the 
great surprise of the natives the usual articles of 
bartei in Arctic countries, viz., skins and blubber, 
were not dealt with on board the Vega. 
On the 
oth^r hand, I collected by barter a complete assort­ 
ment of weapons, dresses and household articles. 
When the Tschuktschi» began to get a liking for 
our food, they brought, especially daring the time 
when their hunting failed, every day driftwood and 
whalebone on board. 
They exchanged them for 
bread. They generally got paid for a load of five 
logs about four or five inches thick and six feet long* 
with two or three ship’s biscuits. 
By and by, a few 
young natives got into the habit of coming on hoard 
daily to work. 
The cook was their master, a: d they 
received from him broken victuals as compensation. 
Partly in this way and partly by gifts such a consid­ 
erable quantity of food was given out in the course 
of the winter that we materially contributed to a\ ert 
the famine which threatened to spread among the 
population in midwinter. None of the natives in 
the neighborhood of the Vega was a Chris ian. 
None of them understood any European language, 
although one or two could speak a few words of 
English, or say a salutation in Russian. 
This was a 
vexatious ciremmstance which caused us much in­ 
convenience. However, Lieutenant Nordquist began 
to study their larguage with so much zeal and suc­ 
cess, that in the course of a few w eeks he could make 
himself understood pretty well. As a fruit of his 
.studies, I hope th--. Lieuteuant Nordquist will be 
able oc his return to publish a comprehensive vo­ 
cabulary of this little known language, together 
with a sketch of its grammatical construct!* n. 


ICE MEA8LREMENT3. 
The thickness of the new ice was measured by 
Lieutenant Bruscw i’.z with the fol’owing resu lts: 
December 1st, 56 centimeter*; January 1st, tr2 cen­ 


tim eters; February 1st, 108 centimeter ; March 1st, 
123 centim eters; April 1st, 127 centimeters. 
During 
the long-continued severe cold in January the tem ­ 
perature several times went down below the freezing 
point of mercury. 
The natives now made a rich 
catch and gorged again immoderately, with their 
usual carelessness as to the future. 
For example, 
45 “ snads” (phoca hispida) were to be seeu in one 
tent. The children, who had fallen awa;- during the 
previous weeks, soon began to recover their good 
condition. The vessel’s deck was a continual assem­ 
bly place for men, women ana children. 
Many 
passed a great pari of the day here, cheerfull) and 
merrily, in a tem perature of 40 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. They brought to barter specimens of 
their works of art, such as they thought would be 
interesting to foreigners. 
1 have in this way ob­ 
tained a large quantity of drawings and bone carv­ 
ings, which are iu stiu ctiv e as showing the standard 
of taste among a people which still belongs to the 
bone age. 
I thail some day give an account to our 
Geographical Soc ety, illustrated by draw ings, of the 
collection thus got t-gether, aud of the customs of 
th is rem arkable polar race. 
A ccording to num erous 
replies made by natives to L ieutenant Nordquist, 
there is generally open water here all through the 


summer. 
VISIT FROM A CHIFFTAIN. 
On the 6th of October We had a visit from the chi» f 
of the Reindeer Tschuktschi»- Vassily Menka. 
He 
was a little, brown-complexioned man, dressed in a 
handsome, 
white 
reindeer tunic, under which 
a blue flannel shirt could ju st he seen. To give im­ 
portance to his arrival, he came over the ice to the 
vessel on a sledge, drawn, not by dogs, bu t by some 
of his subordinate». 
On bis arrival he immediately 
showed us a document setting forth his dignity, and 
gave us several proofs of his wealth, consisting of a 
few red and white fox skins. 
He could neither read nor write, and his Rus­ 
sian was very defective and hard to understand. 
He, however, soon understood a map th at was 
shown to him , and with great accuracy he pointed 
out a num ber of the principal places in Northern 
Siberia. This chief officer of the district had no 
notion of the existence of any Emperor of Russia, 
but he knew that a very powerful personage resided 
in Irkutsk. 
Menka said th at in a few days he 
would be going to Markova, a Russian station on 
the river Anadyr, near old Anadyrsk. 
I gave him 
an open letter addressed to the Govemor-Geueral 
at Irkutsk, requesting him to communciate its con­ 
tents to His Majesty King Oscar. I t m ight be seen 
at once, however, th at Menka m ust have received 
the letter as a sort of confirmatory diploma for him ­ 
self. When he got ashore he assembled near to 
»<*me of ourselves a circle of natives around him, 
and then, sitting down iu a dignified m anner in the 
midst, unfolded the paoer, but upside down, and 
proceeded to read from 
it 
long 
sentences in 
Tschuktschisk to an audi. nee, who seemed astounded 
at his eruditi* n. 
1 much feared that, letter would 
never get delivered. 
Next day we had another 
visit from the great and lear ed potentate, when 
presents were exchanged, and finally he danceu, first 
a “ pas seul ” and afterw ards,together with some of 
his hosts, to the great delight of all the beholders, 
both native and European. 
On the 8th of October Lieutenants Nordquist and 
Hovgoard went with Menka to pay a visit to his 
camp. 
The sledges were drawn by ten, eight and 
five dogs respectively. Next morning the camp was 
reached, and the party were met by the m ost distin­ 
guished of its inhabitants. They greeted Menka in 
the Russian manner—that is to say, by kissing one 
another first on each cheek and then on the mouth. 
“ Ourselves,” said Nordquist, “ they welcomed in a 
friendly way, by holding out their hands and bow­ 
ing. Then we went into Menka’s brother’s tent, 
outside which the whole population of the encamp­ 
ment soon assembled to behold us. 
The camp con­ 
sisted of eighteen tents, and was inhabited bv 
Reindeer Tschuktechis, who carry on a trade be­ 
tween the Russians at Kolyma and a people whom 
they called Jegarganler, living at Behring’s Straits. 
Among the tents were seen a num ber of sledges, 
some loaded and some empty. Some of them were 
covered with awnings, etc. 
The household articles 
in Menka’s brother’s tent consisted of some ordinary 
copper coffee-pots (which were used to boil water 
in), a few teacups, a tea-tray and some casks. 
Among the ornaments I noticed glass beads. 


THE WOMEN WERE TATTOOED, 
But not the men. afterw ards we visited Menka's 
nephew’s camp, arriving there in the evening. 
We 
were very kindly received, and we passed the night 
there. All the occupants of one tent sleep together 
in the sleeping apartm ent, which is not more than 
seven or eight feet long, by six or seven feet broad 
and four or five feet high. 
Men and women sleep 
entirely undressed, with the exception of broad 
girdles. 
In the morning the hostess rose firsfr, and 
cooked some meat, which was then set forth in the 
sleeping apartm ent, before its occupants had yet a t­ 
tired themselves. 
The hostess then cut the m eat in 
slices on a tray, and afterwards handed it round. 
In the morning w*e saw how the Tschuktichis catch 
and kill the reindeer. 
Two men go out in reindeer­ 
skins. 
When they see a reindeer one of them 
throws a noose, from a distance of twenty or thirty 
feet, round the animal’s horns. 
The other then 
comes up and kills it by a stab behind the shoulder. 
Afterwards it is passed over to the women, who take 
out its inside and skin the carcase.” 
Lieutenant Hovgoard say s: “ During the whole 
of our journey out, which lasted twenty-one hours, 
Menka’s slave continually ran before the sledges, 
and even when we rested he was still at work look­ 
ing for the track, attending to the dogs, etc. 
When 
we reached the camp he did not sleep, and yet he 
was equally brisk during the journey next day. All 
the time he took nothing of an alcoholic character, 
and Menka remarked that had he done so he would 
not have been able to run. 
Instead of this, he 
chewed an astonishing am ount of tobacco. 
The 
dogs were not unharnessed for a moment during the 
whole tim e; in the morning they lay down and 
slept half-covcred over with snow. 
Yet we could 
not next day perceive the least diminution in their 
power to drag the sledges.” On the .5th of Decem­ 
ber, Lieutenant Nordquist made 


AN EXCURSION 
To the village of Pidlin, in Kolutschin Creek, to 
see a native named Tscheptscho, who had talked of 
going to Anadyrsk, and to ask him when he would 
he able to start. Nordquist reports th at the village 
consists of four tents. The num ber of inhabitants 
is only something over twenty persons. 
“ I was 
received,” he says “ outside the tents by the popula­ 
tion of the village, and conducted to Tscheptscho’s 
tent. 
He promised to go with me to Anadyrsk in 
February. 
My host had a wife and thr. e children. 
At night the children were entirely undressed ; the 
adults wore short trowsers, the husband’s being of 
tanned skin, the wife’s of stuff. 
In the oppressive 
warmth which was kept up by the two main oil 
lamps burning all night, it would be very difficult 
to sleep in the heavy reindeer-skin dresses. They 
however cover themselves over with reinde.r-skius. 
As, besides th s heat, a frightful stench prevailed 
here, I could not forbear from going out several 
times to get a mouthful of fresh air. 
When we got 
up next morning, our hostess set out the breakfast 
in a flat tray ; firat, seal flesh and blubber, with a 
sort of sour-kraut consisting of fermented willow- 
1 eaves, afterwards appeared seal liver, aod lastly, 
seal-blood, the whole frozen. Among other amulets 
I noticed a wolfs skull h u n g u p by a thong. This 
skull which I had already receive I from the man, he 
took back again, because his son, then 4 or5yearsold, 
would want it when he came to choose a wife. 
W hat part in the performance the skull was sup­ 
posed to play I could not ascertain. 
On our way 
home my Tschuktschi post-boy sung some of the 
Tschuktschisk songs. 
They are for the most part 
imitations of the noises made by animal», or some­ 
times improvisations, without rhyme or meter, and 
very little variation of tone ; only now and then 
could I catch a trace of any distinct melody. 
In 
the evening my post-boy told me the Tschuktschisk 
names of several stars. 
W’e arrived back at the 
Vega at 5 o’clock.” 
I will now give an account of some of the many 
small excursions which were made by us during the 
winter. 


LIEUTENANT BRUSEWITZ’S REPORT OF HI3 EX­ 


CURSION OF THE 17TH FEBRUARY. 
On the 17th February, 1879, I set out with the na­ 
tive Notti to Nasska . 
We left the vessel in the af- 
W mo-n. and after traveling for an hour arrived at 
R itinup, Notti’s home, where we passed the nU ht. 
We were’ received by N otti’s three young brothers 
and a sick sis er. who all inhabited the same tent. 
Immediately after our arrival one of the brothers 
bezan to put the sledge and t e harness of the dogs 
in order for the next d«y’s journey, and the rest of 
u« went into the ioterior of the hut where the sick 
sister was lying, unoressed, but wrapt up in rein­ 
deer skis 8. 
8he was attending to two lamps, over 
which two cooking vessels were hanging—<>ne of 
them an old preserved-meat tin, and the otiier ap­ 
parently a tinned pail. 
As soon as we had entered, 
Notti took < ff his leggings and his cap. One of the 
brothers came in with a tray, in which was laid a 
piece of seal blubber and s one frozen vegetables, 
m stlv consisting of willow leaves. 
The blubber 
was cut into Dieces about an inch square, after w hich 
one of the brothers gave the sis er a good portion 
both of blubber and vegetables before the meal was 
shared out among the rest. 
Each lump of blubU-r 
was carefully w rapp'd up in green meat before it 
was i aten. After the vegetables were all gone, 
there still remained some blubber, which was given 
to the dogs th at were lying iu the outer Uut. 
Next 


some boiled ribs of seal were served up, and last 
came a sort of soup, probably seal-blood. Of these 
provisions also the si -ter ate first and by herself. 
I 
was pressed to partake of each course, but when I 
did 
not 
accept 
the 
invitation 
it 
seemed 
not to 
cause any surprise. 
After supper the 
cooking 
vessels 
were 
taken 
down, 
jackets 
were taken off and some reindeer skins were 
brought and spread out. 
The elder brothers lit 
their pipes, and the younger one lay down to sleep. 
A place at the side of the ten t was pointed out to 
me, apparently N otti’s own sleeping-berth. 
One of 
the lamps was extinguished and one by one we lay 
down to rest. 
During the night the girl cried sev­ 
eral times, and on every occasion one of the brothers 
went and attended to her. 
A t 6 a. m. I woke the 
party up and reminded them of our journey. 
They 
all immediately rose. 
It took a good while to dress, 
as the boots had to be very carefully attend* d to. 
No meal was forthcoming, but all seemed ven- pleas­ 
ant wheu 1 gave something from rav own store, 
which consisted of bread and some of Wiclcstrom’s 
beafsteak*. 
Directly after breakfast four «logs were 
harnessed to the sltiige and Notti and I set out for 
Násskaj, 1 driving and N otti runuing beside the 
sledge. 
At Irgunuuk,» Tschuflte* hi village situated 
one English mile -east of Katinup, we m ade a slmrt 
stay, to try and hire more dogs, but failed to procure 
any. 
We'proceeded along the shore and at 10 a . m. 
re'ched Nasskaj. 
Here we found a good many of the 
former inhabitants of Pitlekaj, who had removed 
their tents to this village. 
It now consisted of 13 
tents. 
In all the tents, here as well as at K atinup 
and Irgunnuk, there was found plenty of seal-blub­ 
ber stored up, and outside could be seen portion» of 
sea’s and entire seals heaped up and covered with 
snow . 
At Nasskaj I w cutout h anting, accompanied 
by a native. 
We came upon eight hares, but could 
t.ot manage to get w ithin shot of them. 
A red fox 
was seen running past, hut also out of gunshot. 
At 
2 p w. I returned to Irgunuuk and there procured 
another sledge with 10 dogs and returned in it to the 
ship. 
* 
LIEUTENANT PALANDER’S EXCURSION 
To a Reiudeer Tschukt-chis* camp, near the Taffel* 
berg, southwest of Pitlekaj, is thus described by 
him : 
On the 17th March, 1879, I went, accompanied by 
Dr. Kjellman, in a sledge with five men, iuc udinga 
native as guide, to a n encampment near Taffeiberg 
with the object of trying to get some fresh rein­ 
deer meat. The expedition was supplied with two 
days’ provisions, a tent, mattresses, etc. 
The Rein­ 
deer Tschuktschi» were fallen in within eleven 
English miles from the ship. 
On a hight we found 
he e two tents, of wh.eh one was uninhabited. 
The 
other was occupied by the native Rotcbetlen, bis 
young wife, and another young couple, who, as 1 
understood, were on a visit, their own home being 
in ligunnuk. The tents were considerably smaller 
than those we were accustomed to see on the coast. 
Round the tents were a num ber of sledges, piled 
one upon another. 
These sledges are distinguished 
from the ordinary dog-sledges by being larger ami 
broader. 
The feet were clumsy and hewn out of 
thick timber. 
Our proposal to purchase reindeer 
was declined at once, although we offered in ex­ 
change ruin, tobacco, bread, and even a gun. 
The reason given for the refusal was that at this 
time of year the reindeer are too lean to be 
slaughtered. 
On a hight about half a mile from us 
we saw about fifty reindeer browsing. 


IN THE TENT. 
In the afternoon Kjellman and I were invited into 
the inside of the tent, where we passed an hour in 
the sleeping apartm ent. 
At our appearance inside 
the lamp was lighted. 
It was fil ed with seal oil, 
sphagnum being used as a w ick. 
The hostess strove 
iu every way to make our sojourn in the tent as 
pleasant as possible. 
She rolled up reindeer skins 
into pillows and cleared a space for us, so that we 
m ight be able to stretch < ut at full length and en 
jo y a comfortable reft. 
In the outer tent supper 
was got ready by the other women ; it consisted of 
boih-d seal flesh. 
We were kindly invited to partake 
of their meal, but as we had no relish for seal meat 
we declined, on the pica th at we had ju st had our 
dinner. They themselves took their meal with their 
bodies inside the inner tent, but their heads, under 
the skin curtain, in the outer tent, where the food 
was. After they hail finished supper they drew 
their heads within the curtain and then undressed. 
The hostess let her jacket fall down over her shoul­ 
ders, baring the upper part of her figure. The rein- 
deer-fekin boots were taken off, turned inside out, 
and then hung up to the t* n t covering over the 
lamp, that the} m ight get dry during the night. 
The women were regaled by us with sugar, which, 
owing to their total ignorance of the subject, the> 
at first tast; d somewhat suspiciously, but which 
they soon found to be very much to their liking. 
As our hosts seemed to be getting sleepy, we said 
go d-nighft and went to our own tent, where it was 
anything but warm, there being all through the 
night 
about 27° (Fahrenheit) of frost. 
After 
passing an almost sleepless 
night we got up 
at 7:30 o’clock next morning. 
When we came out 
of the hu t all the reii deer were drawn up in close 
marching order. At the head of the troop went 
AN OLD BUCK, 
With great horns. 
He came up to his master, who 
had gone to m eet the herd, and wished him good 
morning by pushing his nose against his m aster’s 
hands. The other reindeer meanwhile stood in or­ 
derly rows, like a man-of-war's crew iu divisions. 
The owner next went and greeted each «»f the deur, 
who put their icses between his hands to he stroked. 
He, on his part, took each deer by the horns an 1 
examined it most carefully. 
When the inspection 
was over, at a given signal from the m aster ail the 
herd turned right around ami returned in close 
marching order, with the obi buck at. their head, to 
the previous day's pasturage. The whole affair 
made a very pleasant impression upon us. 
It was 
not the cruel, stern savage exercising his superiority 
in a rough and barbarous fashion over the animal-, 
bat it was the go»*i master, who regarded his inferi­ 
ors with affection and had » kind word for each one 
of them. 
He himself was a stalwart young fellow, 
of intelligent appearance and with an agile, hand­ 
some figure. 
His clothes, of a remarkably good cut 
and unusually beautiful reindeer skin, fitted close 
to his supple form and gave us the opportunity of 
seeing his handsome and elegant shape, which 
showed to great advantage whenever he moved. 
Our renewed offer to purchase reindeer being again 
declined, we struck our ten t and got back to the 
ship on the afternoon of the ISth of March. 
On our way out we had seen four foxes and some 
ravens. 
In one place we found several holes of lem­ 
mings dug through the snow in a slanting direction 
towards the ground. 
Most of them hud been 
scratched up by the foxes. The descent to one of 
these lemming holes being uninjured, we measured 
it and found it to be an inch and a half in diameter. 
During both d»ys we had snow- and thick and foggv 
weather, so that we could only see a short distance 
before us ; but we never lost our way, owing to the 
good eyes and sagacity of our native guide. 
With the exception of some purchases from the 
natives, we did not succeed iu obtaining much game, 
and we purposely, as much as possible, refrained 
from encroaching on the natives’ stock of seal meat. 
We had therefore to depend almost entirely on our 
own provisions. 
THE COLD, 
It is to be noticed, was not so extrem e as that which 
has been encountered in the course of some Arctic 
winters, such, for instance, as those passed in the 
Franklin archipelago or in the coldest regions of the 
Siberian mainland. 
On the other hand, the w eather 
at the winter quarters of the Vega was unusually 
stormy, and we have gone, day after day, and night 
after night, over the distance of about a mile, which 
separated the ship from the observatory on shore, 
through a hard gale, with a frost of 30 to 46 centi­ 
grade. 
In cilra weather a cold 
of 40 to 50 
centigrade 
is scarcely troublesome ; 
but even 
with 
a 
slight 
breeze 
a 
frost 
of, for in­ 
stance, 35, is 
absolutely dangerous 
to 
those 
who walk against the wind and incautiously expose 
portions of their faces, hands, or wai ts to the cold 
atmosphere. 
W ithout speaking of more serious con­ 
sequences, frost-bites occur, w hich, unless they are 
thawed in time by rubbing with the hands or with 
melted snow, may easily assume a very serious char­ 
acter. 
Most of those who have for the first time ex­ 
perienced a winter tem perature in high latitudes, 
were more or less frost-bitten when the cold set in ; 
several times so much so th at large frost blisters, 
half an inch in diam eter and filled with serum, rose 
up, but fortunately no serious disaster of this kind 
occurred. There was not a single case of frost-bitten 
feet. This was due to the excellent description of 
shoes that were used. They were made of sail-cloth 
with leather soles. 
Inside of them the bottom was 
filled in with a kind of grass (carez vegicaria). 
The 
foot itself was clothed in one or two pairs of stock­ 
ings, having at the bottom a 9ole of felt. 
All who 
tried them are unanimous in the opinion that these 
shoes leave nothing to be desired. 
Even for long 
walks through wet snow they are superior to leather 
shoes. The latter, for one thing, get heavy and 
saturated with water, and it is difficult to dry them 
in the open air in the couree of a single night. The 
canvass shoes and the hay inside them on the con­ 
trary readily get dry in one night. 
Even when wet, 
they are light and the ventilation allowed by the hay 
keeps them sound. 


FIGHTING THE COLD. 
To protect the hands we used gauntlets of sealskin 
and chamois leather, lined with sheepskin and 
edged with some long-haired fur for the wrists. 
When n t in use they were carried by a ribbon th at 
went round the neck. 
And in addition, for working 
in, woolen gloves were worn. 
In other respects we 
wore the usual Swedish w inter dress, except that 
the wool was of somewhat better quality than is 
usually worn in Sweden. 
Reindeer-skin jackets and 
leggings were provided for all the men, as well as a 
great num ber of various fur cloaks. 
But most of us 
seldom used these, unless with a cold of 45 C., or, 
what was far worse, a gale with a tem perature of 
36. A canvas garm ent w’orn over the ordinary sea­ 
man's jacket was much preferred. 
At the tim e of 
writing this, no sickness, with serious consequences, 
has occurred, nor yet a single case of scurvy. 
This 
circumstance is due to the precautions, taught by 
experience, to provide anti-scorbutics, among which 
a quantity of cranberry juice has played an im­ 
portant part. 
For protection against ibe reflection 
of the sun’s rays from the dazzling white landscape, 
which has surrounded us during the latter part of 
the winter and the spring, without relief from any 
other object of a darker color, the crew were plenti­ 
fully supplied with blue and gray glass eye-pre 
servers. 
These were served 
out in February. 
Through incautious conduct, however, one or two 
began to suffer from snow-blindness, but no fully 
developed case of that complaint baa hitherto oc­ 
curred. 


THE GREATEST COLD 
Observed during the different racntbs w as: Oc­ 


tober 24th, 4* below zero, F ahrenheit; November 
30th, 1 6 '; December 23d, 34°; January 25tb, 49“ ; 
February 2d, 47*; March 29th, 38*. The breaking up 
of the ice occurred later than we had expected, but 
when it did come, was so sudden that it took us by 
surprise. Not anticipating any immediate alteration 
I had arranged to start on another excursion, when 
to our great joy on the ISth of July the ice-floe 
l>arteJ and the Vega, after her imprisonment of two 
hundred and ninety-four days found herself again at 
liberty. 
Steam was at once got up and the gallant 
vessel, as stanch and sound as when she left Sweden, 
once more proceeded on her course. 
On the 20th of 
July, when we steamed out of Behring’s Straits, 
flags were hoisted and we all gave a loud Swedish 
cheer with a trium phant enthusiasm easy to under­ 
stand, for the problem of the Polar Passage to Asia, 
which had battled all attem pts for three hundred 
years, and over which so many good ships of differ­ 
ent nations, with alas! so many bn*ve lives, had 
been sacrificed, was now successfully solved by a 
Swedish steamer, without a single casualty to the 
vessel, and without the loss of a single life or even a 
serious case of sickness. This long contested honor 
has been woa by our ship, the Vega, and is added to 
the maritime glories of our country, Sweden. 


SUPREME 
COURT. 


Rules Adopted in Bank January 16, 1880, 
to Take Effect March 22, 1880. 


Rule 1. —Applicants for license to practice as attor­ 
neys and counselors will be examined in open Court 
on the first day of each regular term , and on that 
day only. 
Lntil fu rtln r orders the examination 
will be based upon the following books: 
Black- 
stone’s Commentaries, Kent’s Commentaries, Green- 
leafs Evidence (first volume), Story’s Equity Juris­ 
prudence, Gould’s Pleading, Lube’s Equity Pleading, 
Parsons on Contracts, Pomeroy's Introduction to 
Municipal Law, Code of Civil Procedure. 
Persons 
applying for admission, w hether upon examination 
or motion, m ust personally apftear m Court at the 
tim e the application for admission is made. 
No ap­ 
plicant will be examined unless there shall have 
been tiled with the Clerk of the Court, before the 
first day of th • term at which the application is 
made, a certificate, signed by at least two attorneys 
of the Court, each of whom shall have been regu­ 
larly engaged in practice as such attorney for at 
least four years next theretofore, stating in substance 
th at they have, and each of them has, carefully and 
diligently examined t e applicant touching the qual­ 
ifications of such applicant in point of learning in 
the law ; th at it satisfactorily appeared to them and 
each of them , up jn su h exam ination, that the ap­ 
plicant had been engaged in the study of the lawr 
for a period of time to be named in the certificate, 
naming the place at which, and the person under 
whom, if any, such study had been prosecuted ; 
that the applicant bad, during that time, read cer­ 
tain books of law, which books shall be enumerated 
m the certificate ; and stating ai.v other fact tend­ 
ing to show the character of the attainm ents of the 
applicant, and also stating that in their opinion the 
applicant possesses the requisite qualifications in 
jioint of learning in the law to be entitled to be ad­ 
m itted to practice. 
2. The tee for license must in all cases be depos­ 
ited with the Clerk of the Court before the applica­ 
tion is made, to be returned to the applicant in case 
of rejection. 
3. No person rejected shall be at liberty to renew 
the application earlier than the third regular term 
next after such rejection. 
Rule 2.—The appellant in a civil action shall, 
within forty days after the ap{>eal is porfec ed, and 
the bill of exceptions and the statem ent (if there oe 
any) are settled, serve ami file the printed transcript 
of the record, duly certified to be correct by the at­ 
torneys of the respective parties, or by the Clerk of 
the Court from w hich the appeal is taken. 
2. W ritten evidence of the service upon the ad­ 
verse party of the transcript shall be filed there­ 
with. 
3. The time above limited may be extended by 
stipulation, but snail not be extt-nded by the Court 
more than twenty «lays ; and such extension of time 
•■'ball be granted only upon good cause shown by af­ 
fidavit. 
4. on or before the calling of a canse for argu­ 
ment, each party shall file with the Clerk lus piin’ed 
(mints and authorities, together with a brief state­ 
m ent of such of the facts as are necessary to explain 
the p«jints made. 
5. When an appeal involves the title to lands or 
tenements, the attorneys of the respective parties— 
appellant and respondent—shall, before the argu­ 
ment, place iu the hands of the Court written ( o r at 
the option of the party printed) schedules »>f the 
title or deraignuieut of title, chronologically ar­ 
ranged, upon which they respectively rely ; and a 
fai ure to comply with this ru¿e may, in the »lis- 
cretion of the Court, operate a waiver of the right 
of the party in default to orally argue the cause. 
At the argum ent the Court may order briefs to be 
filed by counsel for the respective parties. 
When 
such order is made the briefs shall he (M inted, and 
twenty-nine copies thereof shall be filed within 
tw enty days after the order. 
6. In no case will the tune for filing briefs be ex­ 
tended. 
7. Beside the original there shall be filed twenty* 
nine copies of the transcript, and points and 
authorities, and statem ent of facts, which copies 
shall be distributed by the Clerk in the manner 
prescribed by law. 
8. In crimina causes the w ritten transcript of the 
record shall be prepared and filed within thirty days 
after the appeal is taken. 
Rule 3.—if the transcript of the record be not 
filed within the time prescribed, the ap|«eal may he 
dismissed, on motion, upon notice given. 
If the 
transcript, th ugh not filed within the time pre­ 
scribed, be «m file 
the time the notice »»f the mo­ 
tion is given, that fact shall be a sufficient answer 
to the motion. 
Rule 4.—Un motion to disuv&s an appeal, for a 
failure to file the tran9eript within the prescribed 
time, there shall be presented the certifícate of the 
Clerk below, under the teal of the Court, certifying 
the am ount or character of the judgm ent or **rder 
appealed from, the date of its rendition, the fact 
and «late of the filing of the notice of appeal, to­ 
gether with the fact and date of service thereof on 
the adverse party, and the character of the evidence 
by which said service appears, the fact and date of 
filing the undertaking on appeal, and that the same 
is i.. due form ; the faet and time of the settlem ent 
of the bill of exceptions and the statem ent of ap­ 
peal, if there be a n y ; and also that the appellant 
has received a duly certified transcript, or that he 
has not requested the Clerk to certify- to a correct 
transcript of the record, or if he has made such re­ 
quest, that he has not paid the fees therefor, if the 
same have been demanded. 
2. On motion to dismiss the appeal on any other 
ground than the failure to file the transcript 
ithin 
the prescribed time, trie moving papers shall con­ 
sist «>f the certificate of the Clerk of the Court be­ 
low*, as to any of the m atters above mentioned, or 
of affidavits, or both such certificate and affidavits. 
3. Copies »*f the moving papers, except the tran­ 
script, shall be served w ith notice of the motion. 
4. If an appeal be taken and perfected in the form 
require! by statute, after the expiration of the time 
limited by law for the taking of such appeal, the 
respondent may, um ler the provisions of this rule, 
move to dismiss such appta) on that ground, whether 
the time for filing the transcript has < x pi red or not. 
5. When an appeal has been dismissed, under the 
provisions of this rule, a certificate of th at fact shall 
be transm itted to the Clerk of the Court below, 
forthwith, under the seal of this Court, unless 
stayed by an order of the Court. 
Rule 5.—All transcripts of record in civil cases 
shall be printed 
unruled writing paper, ten 
inches long by seven inches wide, with a margin on 
the outer edge of nut less than two inches wide. 
The printc»! page, exclusive of any marginal note or 
reference, shall be seven inches long and three and 
one-half inches wide. The folios, embracing ten 
lines each,-hall be numbered from the commence­ 
m ent to the end, and the numbering of the folio 
shall be printed on the left margin of the page. 
Small pica, solid, is the smallest letter, and most 
compact mode of composition allowed. 
2. Transcripts in criminal cases may be printed 
in like m inner as prescribed for civil cases; or, if 
not printed, shall be w ritten on one side only, of 
transcript paper, sixteen inches long by ten and 
one-bali inches in width, with a margin of not less 
than one and one-half inches wide, fastened or 
bound together on the left, paged and prefaced with 
an alphabetical index, and airanged in the manner 
prescribed in Rule 6, tor civil cases. 
Rule 6.—The pleadings, proceedings and state­ 
m ent shall be chronologically arranged in the 
transcript, and each transcript shall be prefaced 
with an alphabetical index, specifying the folio 
of each separate paper, order or proceeding, and of 
the testimony of each witness ; and the transcript 
shall have at least one blank fly sheet cover. 
The chionological arrangem ent of the several 
parts of the transcript, and a strict compliance with 
the other requirements of this rule, will be exacted 
of the appellant or party filing the recoid herein 
all cases, by the Court, whether objection by the 
opposite party be made or n o t; and for any failure 
or neglect in these respects, which is found to ob­ 
struct the examinati«>n of the record, the appeal 
may be dismissed. 
Rule 7.—'Whatever map or sm vey forms part of 
the transcript, it shall not be necessary to furnish 
more than one copy thereof, which shall he annexed 
to the transcript filed with and certified by the 
Clerk, and reference thereto shall be made in other 
copies. 
Rule 8 —No transcript, or other paper or docu­ 
ment, whi :h fails to conform to the requirem ents of 
these rules, shall be filed by the Clerk. 
Rule 9.—Before the printed transcript (in cases 
in which a printed transcript is absolutely required) 
is filed, a copy thereof shall be served on the ad­ 
verse party, and if there be more than one adverse 
party, appearing by different attorneys, on the a t­ 
torney of each («arty »o ap|**aring. 
If a party shall 
present to the attorney of the adverse party a 
transcript on appeal, in a civil cause, and request 
his certificate that the same is correct, and said a t­ 
torney, upon suca request, shall, for a period of five 
days, neg ect or refuse to join iu such certificate, or, 
if deemed incorrect, shall neglect or refuse, for the 
same time, to serve upon the party making the re­ 
quest a written statem ent of the particular» in which 
the transcript is incorrect, er, upon the presentation 
of thetranscri t corrected in the particulars thus 
specified, shall still neglect or letus*:, for a period of 
two days, to join in such certificate, the costs of pro- 
lu rin g th e certificate to such transcript from the 
Clerk of the proper Court shall be taxed against 
the party whose attorney so neglects or refu.res. 
Rule 10 —The written transcript in civil cases, au­ 
thenticated in the mode prescribed by Rule 9, to­ 
gether with sufficient funds to pay the expenses of 
printing the same, may be transm itted to the Clerk 
of this Court. 
The Clerk, upon the receipt thereof, 
shall fi e the same and cs*use the transcript to he 
printed, and to a printed copy shall annex his certifi 
cite th at the siid printed transcript s a full and 
correct copy of the transcript furnished him by the 
party ; and said certificate shall be prim a facie evi­ 
dence that the same is correct. 
The said (rioted 
copy bo certified shall also be filed, and constitute 
the record of the cause in this Court, subject to be 
corrected by reference to the w ritten transcript on 
file. 
Print- d copies thereof shall he furnished as 
provided in Rule 2 ; and the Cler* shall also imme­ 
diately transmit, by mail or express, copies to the 


attorneys of the adverse parties, and note such ser­ 
vice on the original. 
Rule 11.—The expense of printing transcripts on 
appeal m civil causes, and pleadings, affidavits or 
other papers constituting the record in original pro­ 
ceedings upon which the case is heard in this Court, 
required by these rules to be printed, shall be al­ 
lowed as costs, and taxed in bills of costs iu the 
usual mode. 
Rule 12.—For the purpose of correcting any error 
or defect in the transcript, either party may suggest 
the same in writing, and upon good cause shown, 
obtain an order th at the proper clerk certify to this 
Court the whole or part of flie record, as may be re­ 
quired, or may preduce the same dulv certified, 
without such order. 
If the attorney or counsel of 
the adverse party be absent, or the act of the al­ 
leged error or defect be disputed, the suggestion, 
except when a certified copy oi the om itted record 
is produced at the time, m ust be accompanied by an 
affidavit showing the existence of the error or defect 
alleged. 
Rule 13.—Exceptions ©r objections to the tran­ 
script, statem ent, the bond, or undertaking on ap­ 
peal, the notice of appeal, or to its service, or any 
technical exception or objection to the rec«»rd iu 
civil causes, affecting the right of the appellant to be 
heard on the points of ern r as-ignori, which might 
be cured on suggestion of diminution of the record, 
mus: be taken and notified to the appellant in w rit- 
ing, at least five days before the hearing, or they 
will not be regarded ; and when so noted, it shall he 
the duty of the appellant to present and file at the 
hearing of the cause such additional record, certifi­ 
cate or other m atter, if such there he, to remove or 
answer the objection or exception so taken ; other­ 
wise such objection or exception, if well taken, shall 
prevail. 
Rule 14. -U pon the death or other disability of a 
party, pending an appeal, his representative shall be 
substituted in the suit by suggestion, in writing, on 
the part of such representative, or of any party on 
the record. 
(Jpon the entry of such suggestion, an 
order of substitution shall be made, and the cause 
shall proceed as in other eases. 
Rule 15.—One week before the commencement of 
a term , the Clerk shall uptess otherwise ordered by 
the Court, place ou the calendar all causes wliuli 
have been continueJ from the previous term ; also, 
all causes in which the transcripts have been on file 
fen days. 
Other causes, in which the transcripts 
have been filed may be placed on the caleudar ou 
the stipulation of the parties. 
Causes may he placed 
on the calendar on the motion of the resp o n d en t- 
five days’ notice of the motion being given—when 
the appellant has failed to tile the transcript, as pre­ 
scribed bv Rule 2. 
When the transcript in a criminal 
cause is filed, after the calendar is made up, the 
cause may he placed thereon by consent, or on the 
motion of the defendant. 
Rule 16.—Criminal causes shall be placed at the 
head of the calendar. 
Other causes shall be ar­ 
ranged on the calendar as the Chief Justice of the 
Court may direi t. 
Rule 17.—In all cases where a paper or document 
is required by these rules to be piloted, it shall be 
printed upon sim ilar paper, and in the same style 
and form (except the num bering of the folios in the 
margin), as is prescribed for the printing of trau 
scripts. 
Rule 18.—No more than one counsel on a side will 
be heard upon the argum ent, except in peculiar and 
Un(H»rtant eases ; but each defendant u ho has ap­ 
peared separately m the Court below may he heard 
through his own counsel. The counsel for each 
party will be allowed only one hour, unless an ex 
tension of tim e be obtained from the Court before 
the argum ent is commenced. 
Rule 19.—All opinions delivered by the Court, 
after having been finally corrected, shall be recorded 
by the Clerk. 
Rule 20.—In all cases where notice of a motion is 
necessary, unless fur good cause shown the time is 
shortened by the Court, the notice shall be ten 
days. 
Rule 21.—When a judgm ent is reversed or modi­ 
fied, a certified copy of the opinion in the case shall 
be transm itted, with the rem ittitur, to the Court 
below. 
Rule 22.—No paper shall be taken from the Court­ 
room «>r Clerk's office, except by order of the Court. 
No order will be made for leave to withdraw a 
transcript for examination except upon leaving with 
the Clerk a w ritten receipt therefor. 
Rule 23.—W rits of certiorari may he issued by the 
Clerk, upon the order of the Court, on the filing <»f 
a petition therefor, and shall be returnable in thirty 
days. 
Rule 24.—When canses are placed upon the cal­ 
endar parties shail be prim arily liable for etists, as 
follows: 1st. If by the appellant, lie shall first he 
liable. 2d. If by the respondent, or by consent, 
then both parties, 
in civil cases the Clerk shall not 
be require»! to rem it the final papers until the costs 
arc paid. 
In all cases in which the judm nent or or­ 
der appealed from is reversed or nruxlified, and the 
order of reversal or modification contains no direc 
tion as to costs of appeal, the Clerk wdl enter upon 
the record, and insert iu the rem ittitur, a judgm ent 
that the appellants recover the costs of the appeal. 
Rule 25.—All causes regularly on the calendar 
may be brought to a hearing by either partv, when 
called in their order, on the day for which they are 
set, or as soon thereafter as they may be reached in 
the regular call, without further notice. 
When the 
ap|>cllunt has failed to file the transcript, as provided 
by Rule 2, and the cause is put on the calendar on 
the motion of the respondent, the appeal will be 
dismissed or judgm ent affirmed, in the discretion of 
the Court, on tn uioii «>í respondent. 
Rule 26.—An appeal or w rit of error may be dis­ 
missed at any time, upon and in accordance with 
the written stipulation of the attorney s of record of 
th resp ctive parties; and upon and in accordance 
with such stip ilatioii, the Clerk shall enter such 
dismissal, and the rem ittitur shall issue thereon in 
accordance with the term s of said stipulation. 
Rule 27.—When the inspection of unoriginal pa­ 
per, which was offered in evidence in the Court be­ 
low. is shown to be necessary to a correct decision 
of the appeal, the Court may order the Clerk of the 
Court below to transm it such original paper, if in 
his possession, t«> the Clerk of this C ourt; and if 
such paper be in the possession of a party t<y the 
action, he may produce the same on the hearing of 
the cause, or he may, upon m tion and notice of 
the adverse party, be required to produce such paper 
on the hearing of the cause ; and in default there* f. 
the Court will intend the paper to be, in ail respects, 
as alleged bv the opjxisite party. 
Rule 28.—In any application made to the Court for 
a w rit of mandamus, certiorari, prohibition, pro­ 
cedendo, or for any prerogative w rit to be issued in 
the exercise of its original jurisdtc ion, and for 
which an application might have been lawfully* 
made to some other Court in the first instance, the 
affidavit or petition shall, in addition to the acces­ 
sary m atter requisite by the rules of the law to sup­ 
port the application also set forth the circumstances 
which, in the opinion of the applicant, render it 
proper that the w rit should issue originally from 
this Court, and not from such other Court—the suf­ 
ficiency or insufficiency" of such circumstances so set 
forth in that behalf will be determined by the Court 
in awarding or refusing the application. 
In case 
any Court Judge, or other officer, or any Board or 
other tribunal, in the discharge of duties of a pub­ 
lic character, be named in the application as re- 
9p*mdent, the application or petition shall also dis-# 
close the name or names of the real party or parties, 
if any, in interest, or whose interest would be di­ 
rectly fUfected by the proceedings, and in such case 
it shall be the duty of the applicant obtaining an 
order for any such writ to serve or Cause to be 
served up«>n such party or parties in interest a true 
copy of the affidavit or petition, and of the writ is­ 
sued thereon, in like m anner as the same is required 
to be served upon the respondent named in the ap­ 
plication and proceedings, and to produce and file 
in the office of the Clerk of this Court the like evi­ 
dence of such service. 
Rule 29.—When the Judge before whom an action 
was tried is dead, or is removed from office, any un­ 
; settled bill of exceptions, or statem ent on motiou 
, for new trial therein, may be settled and certified 
by his successoi* in office ; or, if he be disqualified, 
by a Judge of the same or an adjoining county. 
And when the Judge before whom an action was 
tried becomes disqualified, is absent fr«»m the btate, 
or refuses to settle the bill of exceptions or state­ 
ment on motion for new trial, such bill *>f exceptions 
or statem ent may be settled and certified before a 
Judge of the sain»1 or an adjoining county. 
Rule 3 0 —Applications, made before »»r after judg­ 
m ent pronounced by a Department, that a cause 
shall be heard aud decided by the Court in bank, 
must be made upon printed petition, addressed to 
the Chief Justice or the C«>urt, setting forth the 
question involved in the cause and the reasons why 
it should be heard by the Court in bank. 
If ma»le 
before judgm ent, the petition m ust be filed with the 
Clerk of the Court at least ten days before the Clerk 
makes up the calendar. And, if made after judg­ 
m ent pronounced by any Af the D epartments, within 
twenty days after such judgment. 
The times herein 
prescribed shall*not be extended by the Chief Jus­ 
tice or any of the Associate Justices, <»r the C o u rt; 
ami the Clerk shall not file a petition after such 
times have expired. 
In cases of judgm ents, the pe­ 
tition shall operate as a stay of proceedings until it 
shall be determined. 
It is ordered th at the foregoing rules be and the 
same are hereby adopted ; that they be published in 
accordance with the provisions of the statute in that 
behalf, and that they take effect on the 22d day f 
March, 1880, and th at thereupon all rules heretofore 
made be abrogated.

SAN FRANCISCO MARKET REVIEW. 


(KKPORTRD FOR THR SaCKAMRNTODAILY RKCORD-UNION. 


San Francisco, January 22,18*0. 
The current m outh is never a very active one in 
trade circles. This year it is unusually dull. 
The 
outlook, however, is fair for a good spring trade. 
The followingfrom Collector Shannon to the Ctanmer- 
cial Herald, gives the arrival and departure of Chi­ 
nese for the port of San Francisco for the year to 
November 1, 1879: Arrivals, 6,128; departures, 
8,748; excess of departures, 2,618. 
To this should 
be added the following, taken from the Chiuesc 
Consulate records in this city : Departures and ar­ 
rival of Chinese at the port of San Francisco for 
two months, November and December,1879: Arrivals, 
November 15th, City of Peking, 185; departures, 
888 ; arrivals, November 21st, Gaelic, 147 ; depart, 
ures, 720; arrivals, December 8th, City of Tokio, 
120; departures, 591; arrivals, December 30th, 
Belgic, 119. Three departures, 2,119; four arrivals, 
571 ; excess of de(urtures, 1,628.” The Herald 
adds; Now placing the two together, for fourteen 
m onths—say from November 1, 1878, to December 
31, 1879—we find the t«.tal to be, as last week stated, 
5,099 arrivals and 10,947 departures, showing an ex­ 
cess of departures for fourteen m onths past of 5,248 
Chinese. 
The Central Pacific Railroad authorities have made 
public the returns regarding the crop prospect in 
this State which they have received from their 
agents. 
These reports show th at the ra nfall thus 
far has been sufficient, and the prospects for a large 
yield of grain are very bright. 
Even in the ban 
Joaquin valley and th e southern counties the re­ 
ports, with few exceptions, state th at sufficient rain 
has fallen for the present. 
On the whole, the agri­ 
cultural prospects are unusually bright, and there is 
every reason to anticipate a heavy yield of grain— 
particularly wheat. 
But a small num ber of freight charters have been 
written during the week. 
The owners of ships still 
hold for their prices. 
The situation in wheat cir­ 
cles at the East indicates nearness to a breaking of 
the Wheat lock-up there. 
Here there are 20,000 
tons of disengaged shipping, and 111,000 en route. 
Of this about 75,' 00 ton* is suitable for grain ship­ 
ping. 
The New York Daily Commercial Bulletin 
of a late date says of vessel property in 1879 : “ The 
outlook for this branch of business is not specially 
encouraging, so far as. American bottoms are con-« 
cerned, and this for a variety of reasons t»x» familiar 
to require repetition.” In his annual circular, re­ 
viewing operations for the year, A. T. Maguire say s: 
“ A t the c ^ c of the year we find the m arkets for 
freight un«j vessel property just about where they 
were at the beginning of the year, except at some 
remote parts of the East, where freights still remain 
at the advanced rates for the year. 
Values of the 
past year or two are barely obtainable of the few 
purchasers who are tem pted to invest in this de­ 
scription of prtiperty ; and so long as our American 
ports are kept overcrowded with European tonnage 
of every description (which at present is unparal­ 
leled at this port at least), the case is not likely to 
improve much.” For the week ending at San Fran­ 
cisco to-day the engagem ents have been as follows : 
French ship France Cherie, 676, wheat to C»>rk, U. 
K., or Bordeaux; ship Alexander McNeil, 1,123, 
wheat to Cork, U. K., or Havre, £3 5s, to Conti­ 
nent, £3 109, prior to a rriv a l; Fiench bark Louise 
Mar e, 334, wheat to C«irk, U. K., £3 2s 6d. 
There >s little change in the domestic produce 
m arket. 
Dr. Glenn Í9 to ship to ^ u ro p e two or 
three large cargoes of wheat after refusing 2 cents 
and over, and rejecting the current rate. 
This is 
owing to the downward tendency of the wheat 
m arket ever since the 1st i .stant. There went out 
during the we k from this port to Europe and 
foreign ports (one small shipm ent down coast): 
Flour, 28,035 bbls ; wheat, 254,153 ctls ; barley, bio 
c tls ; hops, 3,009 lt»s ; oats, 259 ctls. 
From Oregon, 
since the 1st, 8,198 qr sks of flour and 12,874 ctls of 
wheat have come in, also 14 bis hops. In the money 
m arket the feeling is good. Stocks have been «juiet, 
with a tendency to raise in favor of a few roads. Gen­ 
eral tendency upward. 
UniteQ States bonis are 
steady, and a good business uone. 
Ready cash is 
more than plentiful ; there is a jam of it in the 
hanks and societies, and in some dep isíts are re­ 
fused and requests made for depositors to remove 
their coin, as interest cannot be paid on idle capi­ 
tal. This situation is not a pleasant one, indicat­ 
ing, as it dvies, a 
disinclination to 
invest. 
The local stocks are in fair demand. 
Sacramento 
county bonds (6s) are quoted at 895; Spring Valley, 
§851; North Beach an»l Mission 
Railroad, ¿68; 
Geary Street Railroad, $55; Bank of California, 
$125; First National Bank, $98 ; Pacific, $112; 
Trust Company, |40@42. 
Mining shares have been active, and a buoyancy 
of feeling is noticeable for Coiust»x-ka.

JAPANESE TOP-SPINNING. 


A t certain seasons of th e year, top-spin­ 
ning engages a great p art of th e leisure 
tim e of A m erican aud English boys, and 
some of them become very skillful. 
B u t 
apanese jugglers are the people to spin 
ops, and 1 will try to describe some of 
th eir m ore difficult feats, as I saw them . 
I 
was at a Japauese juggliug entertainm ent, 
and when th e first p art of th e perform ance 
was over, th e men who had been acting 
cleared th e stage, set on it a sm all table, a 
num ber of swords, and a little house, like 
the doll houses sold in toy shops, bowed 
low, aud left. 
Im m ediately afterw ard a 
nchly-dress*.d Japanese m ade his appear­ 
ance, carrying in his arm s about a ilozeu 
tops, som ew hat resem bling common ham ­ 
ming-tops, each w ith a long th in stem run 
through the bulb-shaped part, and p ro tru d ­ 
ing at the top aud bottom —the top stem be­ 
ing cased in a low sheath. 
Bowing to 
the spectators, the Japanese took one of 
the tope and tw illed it briskly betw een his 
palms fora second or tw o ; he then dropped 
rt upon the table, w here it spuu around in 
th at sw iftly revolving, apj areutly m otion­ 
less, Btate th a t boy 
top-spinners 
call 
‘'sleeping.” 
The Japanese indicated by 
signs th at it would stop when be told it to, 
and, turning tow ard the table, be lilted 
bis hand as a command. 
-No sooner had 
he done this th an the -top stopped as if it 
really had seen and und ersto o d th e signal. 
The Japanese picked up the to p again, 
and, tw irling it as before, placed it upon 
the table, where it spun itiell 
to sleep. 
He then selected from the swords on the 
floor one w ith a long, keen blade, and lift­ 
ing the top from the table by th e sheath 
of the upper stem, placed the point of the 
low er stem upon tire edge of the blade, 
near the hilt, 
l h e top spun for tom e 
m om ents iu this position, and then be­ 
gan to run slowly tow ard the point of the 
sw ord. 
W hen it had reached th e point, it 
leaned over at an angle of fort} -live de­ 
grees, and continued to revolve for several 
m om ents in th a t difficult position, until it 
w as caught in the juggler's hand ju st as it 
was about to stop spinning. 
Throw ing the 
sw ord to one side, the perform er again 
m ade the top spin upon the table, aud 
picking up five others started them also. 
He then stretched a thin w ire across the 
stage, and taking th e tops from the table, 
placed them one after another upon the 
wire, as he had previously placed the first 
one upon th e edge of th e sword. 
T hey 
spun 
around 
for a few seconds w ith­ 
out m oving; but suddenly, as if by im ­ 
pulse, th ey all started on an excursion 
along the w ire, balancing them selves as they 
w ent, w ith all th e nicety of expert tig h t­ 
rope w alkers. 
Reaching the end of their 
trip , they dropped one by one into the 
hands of an assistant, who stood ready to 
catch th em .— [St. Nicholas.

A u g u s ta , January 231.—The Fusionists 
to-day met at Union Hall, but only part of 
the members were present. 
Dickey put the following order : That 1 . 
A. Sawyer, Secretary of State, be directed to 
notify municipal officers of towns and planta­ 
tions that a new valuation of the State prop­ 
erty is to he made by this Legislature, that 
said officers may appear and be heard, and 
th at particular notice, with the broad seal of 
State affixed, be forwarded to the towns of 
Elsworth ami Brunswick that their Repre­ 
sentatives have withdraw n themselves from 
this House. 
In the Senate, the President announced 
th at in the standing committees there was 
much fault found because they had been re­ 
fused the privilege of taking stationery from 
the State House. 
Both branches then adjourned until 2 
o’clock, when the Committee on Questions 
for the Supreme Court will report.

SUDDEN CHANGE IN THE SITUATION. 


B o s t o n , 
J anuary 
23d. — The 
Herald's 
Augusta special to-night says: The whole 
situation has since hfteeu minutes past 11 
o’clock entirely changed. 
By 
to-morrow 
morning three companies of infantry—the 
Capital Guard, of Augusta, the Auburn 
Light Infantry and the Androscoggin Light 
Infantry—will garrison the State House. 
A t ten minutes past 11 Governor Davis and 
Inspector-General Tilden arrived at the Ad- 
jutant-Generai’s office. 
In three minutes Governor Davis author­ 
ized this startling but well-justified military 
movement. 
It was a timely act. 
The military authorities were out of pa­ 
tience with the politicians wlioi have for 
several days had domiuant influftce at the 
State House. 
This has been the most sensational of any 
night since the complications. 
But the rumors of stirring events to come 
were not baseless. 
The Fusionists’ militia 
are and have been drilling down town in this 
city, and it has been ascertained to the satis­ 
faction of the military authorities that a con­ 
centrated attack upcn the State House was 
likely to occur at any moment. 
A plot to burn the residences of leading 
Augusta Republicans was discovered to-night. 
Triangular bits of pa|>er marked the doomed 
residences. 
They were tacked on after dark, 
and were perceived by the vigilant police. 
H ad the Governor not given his order for 
calling out the troops to-night, the military 
men at the State House were ready to aban 
don their watch, which was likely to result 
in an inglorious ending. 
The orders for the militia were given out 
by General Chamberlain’s As-istant A dju­ 
tant-General, for the reason th at part of the 
militia would not, or it was feared would not, 
obey Governor Davis’ order. 
The Capital Guard garrisons the State 
House to-night, and partly relieve the work 
of the police, who have been without sleep for 
many hours. 
A special train is ordered to-night from 
LewistoD. 
Frobably the most aggressive movement of 
the State Government will be to disperse the 
Fusionist Legislature, and arrest every F u ­ 
sionist official who persists in playing a t gov­ 
ernment.

A u g u s t a , January 23d.—Those who im ­ 
agine that the Fusionist are inactive and 
have abandoned tl e:r cause, are laboring un­ 
der a mistake.

a force as the public enemies seem to be willing to 
bring against it.

and Somerset counties, who are to take 
sleighs across the country.

W a s h in g to n , January 231.—Several of 
Consul Mosby’s letters to the State Depart­ 
ment show th at during Consul Bailey’s ad­ 
ministration of the 
Hongkong consulate, 
from 1S71 to the latter part of 1878, the in­ 
spection of Chinese emigrants to the United 
States, under the Act of Congress requiring 
Consular certificates of their voluntary emi­ 
gration, was a disgraceful farce, and merely a 
means of collecting fees which Bailey almost 
wholly 
pocketed. 
Mosby in 
one 
letter 
w rites: “ The following is a brief history of 
the ceremony of exam ination: On the day 
before a vessel was to leave with Chinese 
emigrants the United States Consul was in­ 
formed that at a certain hour the pas-engers 
would be ready on board for examination. A t 
the appointed time Peter Smith, an illiterate 
keeper of a sailors’ boarding-house, appeared 
with the Consular seal. 
The passengers 
came on deck and passed iu review before 
him, each being asked if he was a voluntary 
emigrant. 
If he said he was, his ticket was 
stamped with the Consular seal. 
I t would 
take, on an average, about one hour to com­ 
plete the investigation. 
This was the whole 
proceeding.” 
Mosby also 
reported that 
'the Act prohibiting the importation of Clá­ 
rese lewd women into the U nited States was 
simply made a cover for extortion, it being a 
general understanding that any woman could 
procure a Consular certificate by paying to 
the Consul a premium of §10 or §15. A letter 
received by Mosby from the San Francisco 
Collector of 
Customs, dated August 28, 
1879, congratulated him on his success in pre­ 
venting the shipment of lewd women to the 
United States, thus demonstrating th at the 
previous failures to inforce the law were a t­ 
tributable to a mere want of proper vigi­ 
lance and good faith. .T he General stated in 
his report of September 20th, of the results of 
his investigations under the orders of the State 
Department, as follows : “ Upon the general 
questi' n as to the voluntary character of Chi­ 
nese emigration, 1 find it difficult to form a 
satisfactory judgment. 
Among the foreign­ 
ers in China the prevalent belief is that so 
far as the Pacific States of the United States 
are concerned, this emigration is mainly pro­ 
moted by the Six Chinese Companies or 
Guilds of San Francisco, and that emigrants, 
after arrival, remain in the power of these 
companies, and are in fact controlled by 
them. 
1 find this belief so strong and 
so 
general, 
even 
among 
persous who 
differ as regards the expediency of the 
emigration, that I must declare it worthy of 
serious consideration; hut at the same time 
I have been unable to obtain any direct or 
clear evidence to support it. 
This h possibly 
owing to the secrecy which characterizes all 
such combinations among the Chinese and to 
the great power and influence they every­ 
where possess, and as long as the emigrants 
continue to declare, throughout the several 
searching examinations to which they are 
subjected, not only their willingness to go, 
but that they go freely and voluntarily, it 
may be impossible to establish any unlawful 
arrangement between them aud the said com­ 
panies.” 
The hill recently passed by Congress, to 
authorize affidavits in support of applications 
for mineral patents to he made by agents of 
non-resident applications, has been threat­ 
ened with a Presidential veto, on account of 
opposition of the Interior D epartm ent to its 
retroactive section ; but Senator Teller and 
Representatives Belford and Page have pro­ 
cured a reference of the m atter to the A ttor­ 
ney-General and convinced him that the bill 
should be approved. 
I t will therefore receive 
the President’s signature.

The Colored E xod os In vestigation . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 23d.—The Senate 
Committee on Exodus to-day continued the 
examination of O. S. B. W all, of W ashing­ 
ton (colored), President of the Em igrant Aid 
Society, and also took the testimony of Jas. 
E. O’Hara, a prominent colored Republican 
of Halifax 
county. 
W all, under 
cross­ 
examination by Vance as to the basis for his 
assertion that N orth Carolina was “ a God­ 
forsaken country, with a soil th at would not 
sprout black-eyed peas,” admitted that he 
had very little personal knowledge of the soil 
of N orth Carolina, and personally knew noth­ 
ing about the counties from which the present 
exodus has started. 
He believed the exodus 
from the South was spontaneous; th at it 
would continue until the colored people re­ 
ceived better treatm ent thsre, and that in 
every 
probability there would he a re­ 
turn drift southward, for the negro loved 
the home of his parents, and would not 
emigrate without some strong incentive. 
In 
response to a series of questions by Senator 
Voorhees, witness stated th at information 
received by him, as President of the Society, 
that employment for N orth Carolina colored 
people could readily be had in Indiana, was 
derived from circulars and a letter of J . H. 
W alker, mail agent at Terre Haute, and sev­ 
eral other persons living in that State, whose 
names he could not remember, but whose let­ 
ters he would hereafter furnish to the com­ 
mittee, and from Perry & Williams, of N orth 
Carolina, agents of the emigrants. 
W hat 
personal knowledge the latter had in regard 
to the point at issue he did not know. 
O’H ara (colored), the other witness, testi­ 
fied that he held office in Halifax for a num­ 
ber of years as Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Chairman of the 
Board of Education, and County Examiner. 
He has also been a member of the North 
Carolina Legislature, and of the Constitu­ 
tional Convention ; was one of the Presiden­ 
tial Electors on the Presidential ticket in 
1876, and is now contesting a seat in the na­ 
tional 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
H e 
gave a very 
favorable 
account 
of 
the 
condition and treatm ent of the colored people 
in North Carolina, hut in regard to their in­ 
dustrial and political status he testified that 
although there was at one time some “ bull­ 
dozing ” in the counties bordering on South 
Carolina, there never has been any political 
persecution in the counties affected by the 
present exodus, and none now in any part of 
North Carolina. 
Nothing was more common 
on election days than Pi see a white landlord 
and colored tenant coming to town in the 
same buggy, and voting different tickets. 
W hite mechanics in North Carolina had no 
prejudice against working with colored me­ 
chanics. and no discrimination was made 
against the colored people in the Courts or on 
juries. 
Senator Windom remarked at this point 
that he had been looking for a negro paradise, 
and now he had found it in N orth Carolina. 
Witness, in response to interrogatories as 
to the exodus from this State, said it was the 
result of the efforts of agitators going about 
the country, and not a spontaneous migra­ 
tion. 
The less industrious class of colored 
men (what might be termed the floating pop­ 
ulation) were deceived bv representations that 
they would get $1 50 per day in Indiana 
and a 
new 
suit 
of 
clothts, 
together 
with “ Government aid ” of some sort as they 
passed through Washington, and they were 
similarly deceived by false representations 
contained in circulars purporting to be issued 
by railroad companies in Kansas and else­ 
where. 
In the course of his testimony he ex­ 
pressed the opinion th at the intelligent negro 
of the South has more to fear from white 
Republicans in the South than from Demo­ 
crats. 
He explained this on the ground that 
the white Republicans want all the offices 
themselves, and if the col .red people claim a 
division they con.bine against the : e.To.

thi3 way, he said, he had been counted out 
from his election as Congressman, because he 


had opposed a white Republican’s candidacy 
f r nomination as Sheriff.

H orr ju&titud niuiself for using the words “ genial 
little friend,” by explaining th at they were spoken 
iii the heat of debate. 
[Laughter.] Ik* had spent 
his boyhood in manual labor and hard work, and 
was consequently s metiines embarrassed, and in 
his extreme diffidence dropped words which he was 
gurry f r afterwards. 
Nothing had been further 
from his mind than the idea of belittling the gentle­ 
man from New York before this assembly. He knew 
the gentleman s weight and accomplishments, aud 
far be it from him to contest with him. 
After quite a lengthy speech, during which the 
House was kept n almost a constant roar of laugh 
ter. Horr said he was u«-t a ]H)et, but a friend had 
written f r him an epitaph upon the gentleman 
fr m New York, which he thought ju st covered the 
case : 
“ beneath this slab lies the great Sam Cox, 
Who was wise ;;s an owl and as brave as an ox ; 
Think it not strange his turning to dust.
